WEEK BY WEEK. 


There have been several notable developments recently 
Commercial in the economic relations of England and Russia. A 
‘*Entente ’’ ‘Russian section has been formed at the London Chamber 
with Russia. of Commerce; and a deputation of Polish merchants has 

been in this country with the object of endeavouring to 
extend the commerce between Great Britain and their native land. We are 
interested to observe that our contemporary, Commercial Intelligence, in 
commenting on this movement, remarks that: _ 

There is no reason why British business relations with the whole of Russia 
should not be increased, if only means could be found of convincing the ordinary 
‘Englishman that he would be honourably dealt with by his Russian customers, and 
the necessity of recourse to the Russian courts be obviated, but Englishmen are as a 


_ body very shy of litigation in Russia, and with good reason. 


Our contemporary has, no doubt, hit the right nail on the head, particu- 
larly in the latter portion of its observations. The Russian Government 
appears to be interested in the present movement. Does it think that British 
confidence in its judicial methods will be strengthened, or British shyness of 


litigation in Russia diminished, by the astounding exhibitions of partiality | 


given by the Russian courts during the last year or two? Week by week, 


and month by month, the British newspapers have reported how looters of © 


property, and murderers, have been subjected either to trivial punishments 
or pardoned altogether. They have demonstrated that the rights of owner- 
ship are at the mercy of organised hooliganism befriended by the court, 
and that laws may be abrogated with practical impunity in order to gratify 
the passions of the mob. We have seen a once flourishing city like Odessa 


robbed ofits prosperity by the open alliance of its authorities with the 


_ which was to support and assist .

leaders of the Black Hundreds. We have witnessed the extraordinary 


spectacle of its merchants offering heavy sums out of their own purses in - 


order to increase the police force, and sending a deputation to St. Peters- 
burg to implore protection for their trade, their homes, and their lives. 


. Englishmen, asked to extend credit to Russian merchants, cannot fail to 


reflect that the best commercial capacity of the country is held in bondage by 
an infamous system of oppression. They will ask themselves, too, what 
prospects of improved trade are held out by a country in which anarchists 
sit in the seats of authority. If Russian Ministers desire to render 
commercial relations with Kngland more intimate and widespread, the 
surest way to this desirable goal, and the first necessity, is to restore the 
semblance of civilised government to their own country. 


It is with sincere satisfaction that we note that a manifesto 
Israel recognising the new eonditions prevailing in the Turkish 
the Empire as they affect Palestine, has been issued by the 
Unready. leaders of the Zionist movement. It has not been published 
too early. That the manifesto is couched in the terms 


-it is, and the whole situation apparently regarded as first and 


foremost a lever for inducing laggard subscribers to pay up, is, we 
suppose, inevitable. But it is neither grateful nor comforting to find 
that at such an ideal moment, when on all hands it is conceded there is 
the best chance that has presented itself for many a generation for making 
an effectual beginning for the realisation of Zionist hopes, those who 
represent in chief those hopes, are compelled to direct the full force of 
their first call to their followers consequent upon a wonderfully favourable 
revolution, to unpaid dues. So urgent, indeed, do the Zionist 
leaders regard this matter of pounds, shillings and pence that they 
evidently do not feel” themselves able even to discuss’ the 
hig questions of policy which recent events in Turkey have 
brought into being. This is a reproach which Zionists should 
quickly wipe away. In the meantime, the attention of all Jews ought 
to be directed to the fresh field for commercial activity and 


industrial energy which Palestine, under the new regime,. presents. 


All that has. kept Palestine backward has been bad government, 
now rolled away, we venture to think permanently, as the telegram sent 
by King Edward to the Sultan is no small indication. How wise 
and far-seeing Herzl. was in his endeavours, up to a_ point 
remarkably suecessful, of placing himself and the movement in 
direct communication of intimate friendly relations with the English 
Government! Palestine compared to neighbouring Egypt is as a fruitful 
garden toa barren field. Egypt isthe Nile, and the Nile is Egypt—but 


‘Palestine, with but comparatively slight irrigation work, can be made 


fruitful and productive in almost every part, rich and prosperous beyond 
the most optimistic dreams. If Jews of wealth merely as a commercial 
venture turn their hands now to Palestine they can at one and the 
same time bless themselves and their less happy brethren by at least 
linding for these employment in a new home away from persecution and 
oppression. They need not bother themselves, indeed, as to what such an 
immigration may in the ultimate develop. Nor need they fear that such 
employment will be merely charity. It may safely be said that no 
workers in Palestine will be’as eflicient as Jews, for, in addition 


to their wage, they will ever feel they are working for a priceless | 


reward in the regeneration of the land hallowed to them by all they 
think of as holy. We note with satisfaction that Mr. Zangwill, an inter- 


view with whom will be found in another column, frankly recognises 
that new conditions have’arisen which bring Zionism perceptibly nearer to . 


earth as a practical creed. His offer of the aid of his organisation to 
efforts in Palestine ought to be regarded as a good omen for the future of 
Jewry. But the sands are running on, and we fear precious time is being 
wasted over minute and petty details which ought to be utilised in 
hammering out great. and abiding principles. Heaven forfend that to 
history we shall be known as Israel the Unready ! : 
We observe, with deep regret and astonishment, that 
Jews and 
‘‘ Home Rule.” egregious title of the Judeo-Irish Home Rule Associa- 
tion. The object of the organisation appears to be to 
offer the support of the Jewish community of Ireland to the policy of Home 
Rule, and a meeting of Jews was held last week in the Mansion House, at 
Dublin, to which sympathetic letters were addressed by Mr. John Redmond 
and Mr. Dillon, the meeting passing a resolution committing the “ great 
meeting of Jews” to the support of the Home Rule movement. Now, no 
objection of course could be raised to a Jew ig Ireland voting as an Irish 
citizen for the policy referred to. But to his voting in that sense quad Jew, 
there is a very strong objection indeed. A few months ago an 
acute controversy took place in these columns in consequence 
of the action of Manchester Jews during a Parliamentary election 
in that city. In that case, there was this clear justification for such a 


course —that matters of profound Jewish interest were in question. But — 


there is no specifically Jewish aspect to the Home Rule movement, any 
more than there is to the land or the licensing problems. In all the 
ordinary issues of politics the vote of Jews should be cast by each Jew, 
according to his individual conscience, and no call should be made upon 
Jews asa body. The introduction of the principle of clan or creed is 


abnormal, pernicious, and dangerous, A collective Jewish vote, except in the 


rare cases where Jewish interests are seriously assailed or can be materially 
advanced can have only the effect of dragging the Jewish race or faith 
into political and religious controversy, and history warns us whither that 
leads us. One of the speakers at the meeting argued that the Jews in 
Ireland were misunderstood, “and in order to dispel the delusion and dark- 
ness which surrounded them they had formed this association, the object of 
the Home Rule policy of the Irish 
people, and to promote a better feeling of good fellowship and comrade- 


-an association has been formed in Ireland with the 
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ship between them and their fellow-Christian countrymen.” The object in 
view is certainly a very praiseworthy one. But. the promoters of the 
meeting have set about attaining it in the wrong way. The fact thata 
large anti-Nationalist section exists seems to have been overlooked. This 
section regards Home Rule as flat disloyalty, and will consequently be 
disposed to regard all Jews who support Home Rule as partisans of treason. 
Thus those Jews in Ireland who have instituted this movement may possibly 
promote a better feeling with the Nationalist party, but it will be 
attained by sacrificing at the same time the goodwill of the Unionist party. 
Surely there are better ways than this of improving the relationship of Jew 


and Gentile, and proving the interest in the country of Jewish residents, 7 


and one of them is to be careful not to trail the name of Jew in political 
movements which have and can have no particular Jewish interest. For 
Jews, as Jews, to step in and publicly side with either of two parties in a 
matter in which Jewish interests cannot be said to be identified, is the 
height of folly and fatuity. Weare pleased to know, from the letter which 
appears in another column in the present issue from Mr. Wigoder, that 
only an inconsiderable number of by no means influential coreligionists 
have countenanced the new movement. The exaggerated importance 
which, obviously for party purposes, has been attached to it, ought in 


itself to give them pause in the unwise venture which they have heedlessly 
undertaken. 


The acquittal of the man who wounded Commandant Dreyfus 
Gregori's during the ceremony of transferring Zola'’s remains to the 
Acquittal, Pantheon, isan unpleasant surprise. The verdict is sought 

to be justified on the ground that the offence-of Gregori 
was a “crime passionel,” perpetrators of which are usually discharged. 
Whatever the nominal cause of the acquittal, we cannot help thinking that 
the real reasons which produced the verdict in Gregori’s case were pre- 
cisely the same as those which produced the conviction of Dreyfus 
and Zola--the idea of military infallibility. From this point of 
view, the acquittal of Gregori was thoroughly regrettable. It is 
evidence of the reactionary tendencies which are growing in Paris, 
partly as a result of the teachings of . the extreme _ anti- 
militarist school, partly, perhaps, of the wnrest and_ trepiaation 
into which the constant alarums and excursions in Moroeco have thrown 
the nation. The last municipal election showed that the nationalist creed 
still had its adherents in certain districts of Paris and other large French 
towns. Butthe elections, as a whole, proved that nationalism with its 
militarist and anti-Jewish propaganda, was not a very formidable political © 
force. That it, however, still has power to influence the decision of a 
Parisian jury is an ugly fact which it would be foolish to ignore. It 
teaches us that the time for folding our arms and acclaiming the triumph of 
liberty in Western Europe is not yet. 


We referred last week to the extraordinary statement 
of the Police Commissioner of New York to the etlect 
that 50 per cent. of the crime in New York County was 
committed by Jews. Upon that occasion we expressed 
| some doubt as to the accuracy of this startling 
estimate, and the information which we publish this week more than 
bears out our scepticism. “Mr. Lauterbach, the President of the 
Liberal Immigration League, points out that it may be that the 
Police Commissioner, in apportioning the respective shares of criminality, 
has branded as criminal the“ push-cart men ” (or, as we should say, barrow- 
hawkers), who are for ever being hounded by the police. But whether that 
be so or not, Mr. Lauterbach boldly declares the Police Commissioner's 
estimate—published, be it noted, not. as an official report but as part of 
an article in a review—to be entirely at variance with the truth. This 
denial is not a random statement, but is based on a searching investigation 
of court records which lasted three months, and was carried out with the 
aid of the district attorney’s office. That enquiry showed the Chief Cam- 
missioner’s attack to be entirely without foundation. |

| On the top of all Russia's miseries—and largely as a 
The result of them--has come the dreaded cholera scourge. To the 


Cholera horror of the pogrom and semi-starvation is now added the 
Scourge. peril of a devastating disease. There can be little doubt that — 
| the Jews of Russia will pay more than their share of the toll 
which the present epidemic is already taking of the population. Huddled 
together in over-crowded cities; more meagrely fed, as statistics prove, 
than the average Russian inhabitant; broken by constant terror and 
menace; they are the inevitable food for the ravages of cholera; and, © 
indeed, the official notices just issued show that Jewish centres like Kieff 
and Ekaterinoslav are either already threatened with attack or are actually 
infected. The new affliction will also intensify and complete the work of 
immigration restrictionists. If emigrants had, before now, to climb | 
the high walls erected against them on every frontier, their chance 
of scaling them now, with the authorities on the alert at every port and 
every village, will become considerably diminished. The past twelve months 
in Russia have been months of increasing economic distress—distress so 
sharp and intolerable that the victims have clamoured during the syna- 


gogue services for help. The new danger deepens still further the shadow 
that will lie across many a Jewish home during the coming holy days.

OBITUARY. 


SAMUEL HIRSZENBERG. 


We are informed by telegraph of the death on Tuesday at Jerusalem of 
Herr Samuel Hirszenberg, the Polish painter. Born at Lodz in 1866, he studied 
at the Cracow Academy from 1881-5, completing his studies at Munich. His 
first notable paintings, which gained him the silver medal at the Paris 
Exposition of 1889, were “Urania” and ‘ Yeszybolen.” The influence 
of the French school, as an outcome of his sojourn in _ Paris, 
is plainly evident in his painting “Esther and Haman.” In 1891, 
returning to Cracow, he painted “Silence of the Field,” the subject 
being the Jewish Cemetery. “A Little Conference,’ gained him a 
silver medal at the Berlin Exposition; “Sabbath Peace,” obtained first prize 
at Warsaw and Cracow (1894); while his last work, “ The Wandering Jew,” 
was exhibited at the Paris Exposition of 1900, where it obtained the warm 
encomiums of the critics. Prior to his departure for Jerusalem, Herr 
Hirszenberg resided for some years in his native town. | 


No witnesses 
were present at the inquest who had seen the accident. Evidence was given 
of an attempt made to reach the spot where the deceased had met his 
death, but it had been found impossible to put out a boat in the rough weather.

The coflin was borne by 
a party of soldiers of the Ist East Surrey Regiment, and the service was 
conducted by the Rev. Michael Adler, B.A. Upon the coflin was laid a hand- 
some wreath sent by the H. Company of the London Rifle Brigade, to which 
the deceased belonged. A large concourse followed the remains to. the 
cemetery, and on all sides evidence of the public sympathy felt for the sad 
end of the deceased was manifested. The Chief Constable, or Centenier, of 
the Island represented the local authorities, and among those present, 


besides members of the family, were: Messrs. Michael Lorie, Saul 


Schonewald, Krichefski and Samuel Simon. After the interment a party of 
four buglers of the regiment sounded the “ last post,’ and a memorial service 
was afterwards held at the house of Mr. Krichefski, at which the brothers of 
the deceased and several London friends were present...

Up 
till quite recent times, the serolls of the Law were carried round the 
Jewish quarter in European towns, and not only were the festivicies not con- 
fined to the synagogues, but there can be no doubt that many of the seem- 
ingly incongruous elements in the synagogue service on Simchath Torah are 
only explicable and justifiable on the assumption that a license, permissible 
in the streets, was allowed entrance to the synagogue when the carnival 
was driven from the streets into the synagogue. I have before me, as | 
write, a copy of an old print, published some years ago in the Jewish 
Chronicle, showing the street procession of the Chatan Torah, nor can there 
be any doubt that originally Chanucah was the occasion for a street 
illumination.

The Rev. Dayan Hyamson paid what was only a well deserved compliment 
to the congregation at Newport (Mon.) the other day, when he referred to 
the peace and brotherhood which have so long distinguished this small but 
flourishing community. Some provincial congregations have earned unenvia- 
ble notoriety for dissensions, always endemic and frequently 
epidemic, but Newport has ever, in my recolleetion, been a 
bright example of almost perfect congregational understanding. 
The most pleasing feature of all has been the continuity of family interest, 
and to those who know the internal history of the congregation, it-is most 
gratifying that the good men who, thirty years ago, established the traditions 
in Newport of true religious confraternity, have been succeeded as office- 
bearers by their sons, so that we have a congregational government by 
young men on old lines which are irreproachable. We could do with a few 
more such instances, and Newport deserves the interest of the central 
authority of which Mr. Hyamson’s visit may be taken as evidence. |

| abolish the blowing of the N)?}P Ow?’ at the end of the service. This is 


quite an addition, it is not demanded by the strict requirements of the ritual, 
and if its origin be enquired into it will be found more in superstition than 
in ritual requirement. According to the interesting article of the Rev. H. 
Shandel it is made to appear that the damp condition of the Shofar is respon- 
sible for the many fiascos which so frequently mar the solemnity of the Rosh 
Hashona service. My own opinion is that it is more a question of nerve than 
anything else. It is by no means a superlatively difficult task to blow the 
Shofar. On the contrary, it is comparatively easy. Many a man can 
blow it well enough in his’ own house or at a_sparsely-attended 
week-day service, but the trouble arises from what the Rabbis 
have termed WIS" NN, “fear of the congregation,” otherwise 
“stage fright.’ I have known’ congregations stop the service 
to say Tehillim when the Shofar was obstinate, but all that was really needed 
was the exorcising of the demon of nervousness on the part of the operator. 
In reference, however, to the remark of Mr. Shandel that the suecessful 
sounding of the Shofar is interfered with by its being so frequently deluged 
with water, I am able to say that for many years I watched the late Rev. 
Moses Keizer, upon whose like as a Baal Tokéah we shall probably never 
look. Almost regularly he sent the Shofar out of the synagogue so that a 
little water might be run through it, but upon its return to his hands he 
would always carefully dry it by means of a long ostrich feather, which he 
kept for that purpose. It is the inevitable tendency of men, as they 
advance in years, to compare present things unfavourably with what they 


were accustomed to in their youth. But there can be no doubt as to the. 
excellence of Mr. Keizer's use of the Shofar. Like his reading of the Torah, 


it was perfection, and if only in his day a gramophone record could have 
been taken, we should have had a lasting object-lesson to all future 
performers. 
No synagogue is large enough. Unfortunately, this is not true of 363 
days in the year, but it is true enough of Rosh Hashona and Yom Kippur. 
The question of holiday seats, referred to some weeks ago in the editorial 
columns of this journal, is something more than a problem of mere 
accommodation. In some ways it goes to the very root of the survival of 
Judaism. We ought to have every sympathy with the 
Holiday managers of synagogues who struggle during the year with 
Seats. financial difficulties and find that people who are obviously 
in affluent circumstances escape from their denomi- 
national responsibilities and then come at this time of year and offer half-a- 
guinea or a guinea for the same accommodation as those who loyally recog- 
nise their congregational responsibilities. But still more sympathy must be 
felt. with the sons and daughters of members, young men and women who are 
unable to take up memberships, who attend service during the year and 
redeem the synagogue from emptiness, and are then excluded on the 
New Year and the Day of Atonement. The compulsion which makes 
these young men and women homeless, so far as the house of 
prayer is concerned, on such a day as Yom Kippur, is largely and 
directly responsible for the growing indifference which is so often 
lamented. Where possible, their claims should have preference over the 
confirmed adult holiday attendant and I would rather they had seats for 
nothing than receive the guineas of the “stall-holders.” A large stride in 
the right direction was made when the United Synagogue instituted in the 
East End the most valuable free services for the poor. But we have not 
reached the limit yet. We need, even more, free services in the West HKnd ; 


not the ordinary well-meant and welcome “overflow service,” but a service 
with a choir and reader of the best, and an earnest preacher imbued with the 
missionary spirit. It needs some enterprise and of course some outlay on the 
part either of the United Synagogue or a local synagogue, but it is a step 


which, if once taken, will never be regretted and | feel sure will never be 
gone back upon. |

The great question is the education of the 
children, In this conneetion I venture to say that the great objective of the 
teacher should be to leave the children as little as possible that they have to 
unlearn and reject later. It is this rejection process that has to be reekoned 
with as the greatest destroyer of the early efforts of teachers.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


Among the recent victims of Alpine climbing is a promising Viennese 
lawyer, Dr. Max Pollak, who was killed last week. He practised at the High 
Court, and was a nephew of Professor Dr. Joseph Pollak. He was the author 
of several important works, and, with the assistance of clients whom he 
defended, he compiled a compendious dictionary of criminal slang. The 
funeral took place in Baden yesterday week. 

Dr. Simon Goldstein died at Buda-Pesth a few days ago at the age of 
seventy-eight. He was the first Jew in Hungary who was permitted to 
practise as a lawyer. The Emperor's sanction to that effect was announced 
in the Official Journal of the 19th February, 1852. Dr. Goldstein had to battle 
with many prejudices before he attained his object. Throughout his life he 
was an excellent linguist; already at the early age of thirteen he translated 
“ Robinson Crusoe” into Hebrew. The translation was published at Press- 
burg. 

The death occurred yesterday week, at Budapest, of Dr. Max Falk, the 
‘distinguished journalist and publicist. Dr. Falk, who was editor of the 
Pester Lloyd, embraced Christianity at an early age. } 3 


FRANCE. 
ACQUITTAL OF DREYFUS’S ASSAILANT. 


The Affaire Dreyfus is dying game, and one more miscarriage of justice 
has been committed. The journalist, Grégori, who avowedly shot Major 
Dreyfus during the Zola obsequies, has been acquitted by a sentimental 
French Jury, to whom a crime passionel is no crime at all. In spite of the 
efforts of the President of the Court to exclude from the trial any discussion 
of the Dreyfus case, Grégori succeeded both in his own tirade to the jury and 
though his witnesses—notably M. du Paty de Clam and M. Rochefort—in 
prejudicing the issue by reviving the dead embers of the famous Affaire. The 
result is a tribute to the hearts, but not the heads of the jury. It seems that 
Major Dreyfus will never have the crown of martyrdom lifted from his head. 


The annual report of the Rothschild Hospital in Paris states that while 
the moral and sanitary condition of the institution are excellent, the revenue 
from annual subscriptions is inadequate to meet the deficit, which, however, 
has been wiped out, through the generosity of some friends. The expendi- 
ture amounted to 390,961 franes. The in-patients during the year numbered 
1,507 —278 of whom were non-Jews. The formalities which have to be gone 
through in order to obtain official sanction for the acquisition of land offered 
by Baron Edmond de Rothschild for the enlargement of the hospital, will soon 
be satisfactorily completed. | 

According to the report of the Consistoire Isra¢clite of Paris, the clergy 
in that city consists of a Chief Rabbi, five Rabbis and one Assistant Rabbi, 
and fourteen Officiating Ministers, i.c., Chazanim. The synagogue choirs are 
more fully equipped than in London, the average number of choristers in each 
of the four Consistorial Synagogues being thirty. 

In an appreciative notice of the new Turkish Ambassador in Paris, M. 
Emile Cahen, editor of the Archives Israélites, gives some interesting 
reminiscences of former Ambassadors of the Sublime Porte whom he has 
known. Among them was Ali Pasha, of whom M.Cahen writes: “I still 
wear the handsome gold sleeve-links which he presented to me in 1875, on 
my Barmitzvah, when he came to our house to preside at the family dinner 


given on that occasion.” 
| GERMANY. 


_A just grievance of the Jews in Alsace-Lorraine was removed during the 
visit of the Emperor which has now come to anend. It had been the custom 
of the superior authorities in the Reichsland to omit the representatives of 
the Jewish community from the lists of invitations to official functions on the 
occasions of the Emperor's visit. This time, however, Chief Rabbi Ury, of 
Strasbourg, was among the publie functionaries received by the Emperor, 
who made enquiries of him concerning the situation of the Jews in his diocese, 
and he was also among the guests at the banquet given by his Imperial 
Majesty last week to the civil and military authorities. 

The Roman Catholic clergy of Altkirch took part in the funeral cere- 
monies of the late Rabbi Levy, who was formerly Director of the Rabbinical 
Seminary at Colmar. 

Last week a new synagogue was dedicated at Charlottenburg (a suburb 
of Berlin). It owes its existence to the liberality of the late Dr. Isidor 
Blum, who expended much money, time and thought on the conception and 
execution of a project which was so dear to him. Dr. Blum did not live to 
see the fruition of his labours, for he died a few weeks before the synagogue 
was completed. | 

The Jewish Society for Helping the Homeless at Hamburg has decided to 
build a home of its own, and for this purpose has bought a site in the imme- 
diate neighbourhood of the central railway station. | 

With reference to the distinguished Jewish sculptor, Professor Louis 
Sussmann-Hellborn, whose death we recently recorded, Herr H. Schubert 
writes to the Vossische Zeitung : | | 

This death revives within me recollections of the charming entertainments which 
the degeised, aided by his handsome and winsome wife. gave to his friends and 
acquaintances in his artistically arranged home in the Hohenzollernstrasse. There 
all the famous artists and the best society of Berlin assembled; for everyone, even for 
those who were not renowned, the amiable host had a hearty word of welcome. The 
Crown Prince Frederick often visited the beautiful home, and the Crown Princess 
used to bring there her relatives when they came from England, to show them how 
German artists lived. : 

Sanitary Privy Councillor Dr. Hermann Hirschberg, of Posen, has just 
celebrated his jubilee as a doctor. In view of recent strictures, which have 
been reproduced in this journal, on the non-employment of Jewish medical 
men at the present day as Army doctors, it is interesting to note that Dr. 
Hirschberg served in this capacity from 1859 until 1872, when he voluntarily 
retired in order to take up civil practice. He distinguished himself in the 
short campaign between Prussia and Austria in 1866,and after the Battle 
of Tobitsekau he received the Red Eagle Order. He also served as a doctor 
of the 5th Army Corps in the Franco-Prussian War of 1870-71, and was one of 
the medical staff who shortly after the first battles won the Iron Cross. From 
1876 until 1991, Dr. Hirschberg was Public Doctor first for the City and later

| PALESTINE. 
THE CONSTITUTION REJOICINGS. 


From a Correspondent. 


JERUSALEM, September 2nd. 
_ Jerusalem, belated as it was with its “ Constitution” rejoicings, has made 
up for its tardiness in believing the good news, by prolonging its enthusiasm, 
the daily parades, illuminations, speeches and meetings of the last few weeks 


culminating yesterday in a renewed outburst of joyous demonstration—the 
occasion being Accession Day. The Armenians, as throughout the rejoicings, 
took the lead and were accorded the place of honour as they had suffered 
most through the want of a Constitution. The various schools and religious 
institutions under Turkish protection repeated the processions of Proclama- 
tion Day, all waving fiags and banners and singing patriotic songs. Fellaheen 
clad in abaye (the Beduin mantle), carried on the shoulders of their comrades, 
vied with each other in displaying their feats in sword and knife-danc- 
ing and pistol-firing. The enthusiastic crowd accompanied them with the 
oriental smacking of palm to palm and shouting themselves hoarse with 
frenzied cries of “ HoSultan!” “Ho Abdul Hamid!” Wehear onall sides that 
the Sultan has no longer Mohammedan, Jewish, or Christian subjects, all are 
Ottoman, and therefore perform the same duties and are to enjoy the same 
rights and privileges. 
Effects of the New Régime. 

_ The wildest of wildrumours have been coursing through Jerusalem, never 
without a rumour of some kind or another—many of these touching the Jewish 
community—* One will be able to smoke and drive on the Sabbath and eat 
‘Tarefa’ with immunity now that there is ‘Freedom’ for all”--and some 
foolish youths have commenced on these lines. The Haham Bashi of Jerusalem 
is to be deposed-——for has not the party which opposed him now triumphed, 
vide the downfall of the Haham Bashi of Constantinople, who approved him ? 
This rumour has probably gained strength through the annoyance of many 
Jerusalemites at the failure of Chief Rabbi Panigel, who was elected only 
Kaimakam (Acting) Haham Bashi, to call for a definite election during his first 
year of oflice, according to law and custom; but the disturbed condition of 
the Sephardi community during the past year, and the dire distress among 
the poor occasioned by the rise of prices of provisions, have left the Haham 
Bashi little time or inclination to think of his own affairs. Rumour further 
has it that Jews from their twentieth to’their thirty-fifth year are to be 
drawn into military service. How much or how little truth is in the more 
plausible of these statements—made ina community giddy from the unwonted 
“feet” of a freedom they do not understand, remains to be seen. Should it 
prove a fact that non-Moslems are to enter the army, the “ Askeria,” or 
military tax, till now compulsary on all non-Mohammedan males from birth to 
death in lieu of military service, in which they were not allowed to participate, 
even should they wish to do so, will be abolished ; but Jews and Christians 
will then be included amongst the Turkish subjects who can buy themselves 
free from military service, should they not wish to enter the army. Indeed, 
looking at the specimen of army discipline as exemplified by the soldier we 
see in Jerusalem--slouching of gait, and clad in little else but holes—it will 
not be surprising to learn that those who intend to be among the “ buyers off ” 
are to be legion, but perhaps better times are in store for the soldier of the 
Holy City, under the new régime, including a daily wash and unholy clothes 
and boots. A curious point of Turkish law is that the husband of a woman 
who has neither father nor brothers need not serve in the army. Although 
statements to the contrary have been made, it is a fact that the Turkish 
Parliament is to have its Jewish deputy for Jerusalem. At first it was said 
that there would be three deputies, two Moslem and one Christian, but no 
Jew. The reason of this seeming injustice lay in the Government announce- 
ment that one deputy was to be elected for every 50,000 subjects of His 
Majesty the Sultan, in one Pashalik, and ‘there are not 50,000 Turkish Jewish 
subjects in the whole of Palestine, much less in the Pashalik to which 
Jerusalem belongs. However, permission for the election of a Jewish dele- 
gate was sought for and granted. Dr. Isaac Levy, of the Anglo-Palestine 
Bank, whose scholarship, business acumen and unfailing courtesy have won 
him the respect and goodwill of all sections in Jerusalem, is the most likely 
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candidate to be chosen as Jewish deputy to the new Parliament which is to 
assemble in November. 
The effect of the Constitution on the Fellaheen is droll. They were at 
first dazed, then finding that shouting and clapping and a great noise was 
required of them, they complied willingly. Gradually their idea of freedom 
warmed itself into their tax-eaten, possessionless, starving selves. No more 
taxes—and surely freedom meant one could now beg, borrow and steal with- 
punishment, and without the necessity of backsheesh to get one out of one’s 
scrapes, real or imagined, on the part of those who sit in high places. But 
that this self-pictured paradise was not for them was evidenced very quickly 
to the poor Fellah market-women who found that the freedom as thought out 
by the soldiers and others of a humorcus turn of mind, meant that they must 
give up one of every dozen eggs, vegetables, etc., to those who wished to 
have them, and who simply helped themselves from their baskets as they sat 
in the market-place under the shadow of the barracks, mistakenly known 
as the Tower of David. Living in the twentieth century as in Bible 
times, driving a bargain when he can of the kind which was struck 
when his forbears sold the Cave of Macpelah to Abraham Avinu, and to-day 
using the almost identical expressions of palaver, “ Minshan Chatrak Balash ” 
(“ Without money for you”; “ We will go to the end of the world only for the 
honour of your good opinion”), the Fellah, cruelly exploited by his superiors, 
and in turn exploiting the stranger, is the one to whom the benefits of a 


secured existence accruing from a Constitution in Palestine will become. 


most patent. 
THE NEW CONSTITUTION. 


From Our Correspondent. 


SAFED, August 27th. 


The great news of the grant of a constitution reached us here, and now 
sounds of freedom are heard even in the lanes of Safed. On the 9th inst., the 


_ Governor invited the representatives of the three communities, and informed 


them of the freedom, equality and rightful laws which will now prevail all 
over Turkey. Mr. Joseph David Mamon, a young Hebrew teacher, delivered 
a much-applauded speech in Arabic about the constitution in general and its 
great effect on Judaism in this country. He was followed with cries of “‘ Long 
live the Sultan, the army and freedom ! ” | | 

The effect of freedom has already been felt in two cases. A wild young 
man, the son of the clerk of the local court, who was in the habit of running 
amuck—especially in the Jewish quarters—was a naked knife, but never was 
punished because of his father. On the evening of the 9th, when all the 
Jewish shops were decorated and brilliantly lighted, and the streets densely 
crowded, the young man, who was quite drunk, began to molest the people. 
We took courage and knocked him down. We took his knife away, and he 
escaped to an Arab coffee-house. We appeared before the Governor, and 
lodged a complaint. He sent policemen to arrest him, and he was lodged in 
prison, though all the other prisoners were released by amnesty. A Jewess 
named Sarah Kaisermann, who was last summer abducted by an Arab and 
forcibly married before a local Cadi, who was bribed for the purpose, has 
taken advantage of the new régime and returned to her parents. 


TURKEY. 


_ Evidence of the good feeling which prevails among all sections of the 
population of Janina was forthcoming at the recent distribution of prizes at 
the School of the Alliance Israélite in that town. Not only the entire Jewish 
population, but many Turks and Greeks were present at the ceremony, among 
them the Governor-General, the Military Commandant and his staff, and the 
Archbishop, as well as the Consuls of France, Russia, Italy, Austria-Hungary 
and Roumania. The Governor-General, in replying to a speech of the Head- 
master, publicly acknowledged the indebtedness of the country to the 
Alliance Israélite, and promised his hearty co-operation in the future for the 
benefit of the schools. | | 

Recent political events in Turkey will recall to the minds of many who 
belonged to the Cercle International at the Hague, during the sittings of the 
Peace Conference, a remarkable address on “ The Ottoman Empire of To- 
morrow,’ delivered to the first-named body in September last by Mr. Santo 
Semo. This young gentleman is a native of Turkey, who for the past few 
vears has resided in London. He spoke at the annual meeting of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association in October, 1905, describing his educational career as a 
pupil of the school of the Alliance Israelite Universelle at Rustchuk 
(Bulgaria), and expressing his gratitude to that organisation and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association for their educational work, which he described as a sun 
shining from the West to illumine the East. Mr. Semo has_ belenged 
to the inner circles of the Young Turkey, for in his address at the Hague, to 
which reference has already been made, he foreshadowed everything that 


has since happened. He then pointed out that the most simple means to 


realise the triumph of Constitutionalism in the Turkish Empire was through 
the goodwill of the Sultan himself, who would win an imperishable name for 
himself if, towards the close of his reign he were to grant a Constitution 
to his people. Mr. Semo also emphasised the fact that nothing could be 
done in Turkey except by the Army. He has recently returned to Con- 
stantinople in the suite of Prince Sabaheddine, son of the late Mahmoud Pasha 
(brother-in-law of the Sultan), the translation of whose remains from Paris to 
his native land was one of the notable incidents of the early days of the new 
regime.

RELEASE OF DR. N. KATZENELSOHN. 


Dr. N. Katzenelsohn, the Chairman of the Jewish Colonial Trust, who 
has undergone three months’ imprisonment for being one of the signatories of 
the Viborg manifesto, was released on Saturday last. Weare happy to state 
that Dr. Katzenelsohn has borne his imprisonment without any detriment to 


‘his health. 


CONFLICTING RUMOURS. 


The fate of our coreligionists in Russia is so closely connected with the 
triumph or fall of the reactionary party, that it is worth recording the 
various rumours that fill the air in connection with the prospects of the 
political parties in the near future. On one hand, the Octobrists have 
not ceased issuing one alarm after the other with regard to the stability of 
the Duma. With the exception of the Octobrist President of the Legislative 
Chamber, the party leaders all express their fear that the last hours of the 


constitutional régime have arrived, and that the Government will soon pass 


into the hands of the Extreme Right. On the other hand, an opinion is 
expressed in many well-informed circles that the events in Turkey have 
greatly strengthened the hands of the Russian Liberals. It is even asserted 


_ that the Tsar will issue a manifesto at the opening of the autumn session of 


the Duma re-aflirming the charter of liberties and outlining the reforms to be 
carried out it the immediate future. In view of the proximity of the date of 
the re-opening of Parliament, it will soon be possible to judge adequately 
which of the two predictions will prove the correct one, and what the Jews 
may expect in each ease. 


THE JEWS 1N THE CAUCASUS. 


Yielding to the public opinion of Western Europe, the Tsar's Government 
a few months ago permitted ailing Jews to reside in the watering-places of 
the Caucasus. The original prohibition of their stay there created such a 
bad impression abroad that the ministry deemed it desirable to remove the 
restriction. The authorities have, however, found a way out of the difficulty, 
and they have lost no time in drawing up regulations to render it impossible 
No coreligionists are allowed to 
stay in the watering-places for a period exceeding two months. But even 
that privilege is accorded only to a small number of Jews. The police 
demand medical certificates from their doctors in the towns they come from, 
and they refuse to accept certificates from the local medical authorities. A 
good many of the visitors who neglected to provide themselves with such 
documents at home have had to return to the Pale of Settlement without 
deriving any benefit from their journey. 


THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION AND THE JEWS. 


The Minister of Education has formally rejected all applications of 
Jewish candidates who applied to be admitted as supernumerary students. 
He has even declined to alter his decision in a case where the Governor of a 
province petitioned him on behalf of a Jew, This official attitude to Jewish 
students is in marked contrast to last year’s leniency. Large numbers of Jews 
were admitted then merely at the request of the Professors. It is noteworthy 
that the Minister has explained his inability to comply with the petitions 
by the fact that even he is expected to obey the law of “ percentages.” In 
reality, however, there only exists a circular imposing the restriction, 
and there is no legislation on the subject. | 


THE ‘ANTI-JEWISH RIOTS AT KIEFF AND EKATERINOSLAV. 


The strict orders, that came from St. Petersburg, instructing the police 
to suppress anti-Jewish riots, have had due effect on the authorities. 
The constables in Kieff and Ekaterinoslav were informed that they would be 
expected to arrest all agitators and that they would be held responsible for 
all disturbances. The police forces were also increased in several places 
frequented by the Black Hundreds. Nevertheless, the Ekaterinoslav Real 
Russians again endeavoured to assault the Jews in the streets on September 
Ist, and before they were dispersed, they succeeded in injuring five Jews, 


_including a woman and a child. 


WHOLESALE EXPULSIONS OF JEWS. 


A number of night searches were recently carried out by the Smolensk 
police, during which several Jews were arrested and expelled from the city. 
The action of the police was directed by the Governor, and the sufferers 
include many Jews, who were awaiting their turn to be examined at the local 
educational institutions. 


APPOINTMENT FOR A JEW. 


The Governor-General of Odessa has accepted a Jew in the police force 
in recognition of services rendered to the authorities in an anarchist attack. 
This Jew served in the Port Arthur garrison during the siege, and in dealing 
with the robbers, he demonstrated exemplary coolness and bravery. General 
Tolmatcheff has communicated the fact to the Premier. 


HERR. SOKOLOW’S SECOND TRIAL. 


The case of Herr N. Sokolow, the former editor of the Hazefsirah and 
Telegraph, has been revised at the Warsaw Court of Appeal. It will be remem- 
bered that the famous Hebrew journalist was accused of predicting a pogrom 
in one place and of giving an account of an anti-Jewish riot in another town. 
The authorities also objected to the reproduction of the Tsar's speech toa 


deputation of the Black Hundreds, which appeared in the organs of the — 


accused. At the first trial he was sentenced to five months imprisonment 
and to a fine of three hundred roubles (three months and three hundred 
roubles for one offence and two months for the other). On re-examining the 
case, the sentence was reduced to a fine of two hundred and fifty roubles 
without imprisonment. Readers will no doubt be aware that Herr Sokolow is 


residing in Cologne, and is acting as General Secretary of the Zionist 


movement. 
THE BLACK HUNDREDS. 


A member of the Russian nobility has published in the semi-official 


Peterburgskya Viedomosti a statement which reveals the fact that the 


Government gave the Real Russians great financial assistance during the 


third election campaign. 


The Slovo publishes the impressions of its representative on various pro- 
vincial gatherings of the Black Hundreds. Their halls were invariably 
empty, and their language was very violent, In one case the Real Russians 
strongly objected to the raising of foreign loans with the aid of Jewish 
financiers. They suggested to their friends that they should contribute ten 
roubles each to the Government, in order to make it independent of the Jews. 

The Bishop of Minsk has convened a conference for the purpose of 
discussing means of releasing the Russian peasants from the “Jewish yoke. 

Another .batch of Cossacks from Simferopol, who participated in the 
pogroms of 1905, have been pardoned by the Tsar. —s | 

A few Jewish artists gave their services at a patriotic concert at Odessa 
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which was honoured by the presence of the Governor-General. The fact has 
aroused a storm of indignation amongst the Black Hundreds. | 

The reactionary press and the Odessa branch of the Union of Real 
Russians are endeavouring to secure the appointment of one of their members 
(a professor) as rector of the local University. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The Jewish community at Kieff spend annually a sum of nearly 200,000 
roubles on charitable institutions. : 

The prohibition by the Governor-General of Kieff of the production of 
Yiddish plays in the South-Western provinces has caused serious financial 
losses to several companies and theatres. 

The use of Yiddish at public meetings has been prohibited at Wilna, and 
a petition by the Dramatic Society in favour of the withdrawal of the restric- 
tion has been rejected. 

2,500 Jewish families have emigrated from Russia to Brazil during the 
last three months. 


The first volume of the Jewish Encyclopedia in the Russian language has © 


already appeared. Its authors are Dr. L. Katzenelsohn, Messrs. Dubnow, 
Hessel and Genkel. 

In spite of the energetic protests of the community against the appoint- 
ment of four Shochetim' by the Warsaw magistrates without consulting the 
Rabbis on the subject, the authorities have decided to retain the services of 
their nominess. 

The former editors of the Volkszeitung, Messrs. Frumkin and Cohen, have 
been released from prison and exiled to the province of Vologda for a period 
of three years. , 

A large new Palestine Wine Company is being formed at Warsaw. 

The cholera is fast approaching the Pale of Settlement. It is spreading 
thither from the interior provinces. and the news of its advance is causing a 
great panic amongst the inhabitants. | 


The opening of temporary synagogues for the High Festivals without the 


sanction of, the police has been strictly prohibited at Odessa, and the 
authorities refuse to relax the restriction. 

The death of Dr. L. Kahan is deeply mourned by the Kishineff Jews. His 
activity during the pogroms is everywhere recalled, and services were 
arranged in the synagogues in memory of the deceased. 

The Zemstvo of Mohileff, which is in charge of the local insurance 
agencies, refuses to insure Jews or their property on equal terms with 
Russians. 

It is interesting to note the fact that the gardening trade has become 
very popular amongst the Polish Jews. | 

At the recent Conference of the co-operative societies at Poltava it was 
resolved to request the Government to place the meat-tax funds at the 
disposal of the Jewish savings banks. The Russian delegates agreed to the 
arrangement. 

Warsaw University, which has been closed since 1{)5, was re-opened on 
Monday. Of the 600 students who have entered only 38 are Poles, the rest 
being Russians and Jews.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


In season and out of season it has become habitual in every walk of 
communal life to raise the cry of financial depression to account for all 
non-successes, or to magnify partial successes. If a 
Johannesburg. congregation cannot pay its way its members are blamed for 
not subscribing as liberally as in former years, and 
they in turn hide under their cloud of depression; if a benevolent 
organisation cannot deal as liberally with its applicants as was its 
wont, the money market must again bear the burden; failure of 
educational institutions, failure of synagogal institutions, all are explained 
away under this cloak, which covers a multitude of excuses. 
There is much work waiting to be done which can only be done by a Federa- 
tion of Synagogues. The most pressing need is the Union of Benevolent 
Societies. l was much struck by one paragraph in an interview with one of 
America's leading rabbis which appeared in a recent number of the Jewish 
Chronicle. This referred to the Union of Charities, a subscription to which 
gave one immunity from fleecings at bazaars and other functions that must be 
held in the sacred cause of charity indiscriminately administered. To a 
business community such as ours is supposed to be this plan for putting the 
administration of charity on such a scientific basis should appeal as a good 
proposition. | 

Many attempts have been made here to establish kosher butcher-shops, 
but they have nearly all failed once again on account of lack of united action. 
It is useless for the rabbis to deplore the failure of their schemes and to 
attribute it to the perverseness of the people. The few so-called kosher 
purveyors of meat presume on a fancied monopoly, and think that any kind of 
service good enough for the monopolised. A Shechita Board would, of course, 
solve the problem at once, but for this and other schemes for united action 
the time has yet to come. 

Before a large audience of members of the Jewish Guild, the Rev. Dr. 
Hertz recently delivered the fourth of his series of lectures on “ The literary 
study of the Bible,” the subject being the Psalms. | 

The members of the Jewish Guild have held a masked ball at the 
Wanderers’ Hall, when over four hundred and fifty dancers spent a most 
enjoyable evening. 

Mr. 8. F. Epstein is to be congratulated on his latest peformance, a week 
of opera at His Majesty’s Theatre. This is Mr. Epstein’s most ambitious 
attempt in the musical world of Johannesburg, as up to the present he has 
been content to stage only one opera; but on different nights he presented 
“Faust,” Pagliacci,’ Rigoletto”’’. and “ Maritana.” In each of these 
operas he took the principal character, and his real genius and dramatic 
power centralised in himself the attraction on all occasions. He was ably 
supported by Mr. 1. Mirwish and Miss Langlands and a chorus whose com- 
plete training was also the work of Mr. Epstein. 7 


Mr. F. C. Hollander has been elected Deputy-Mayor of Durban for the 
year 1908-9. It is an open secret that the oflice of Mayor was offered Mr. 
Hollander, and it is matter for considerable regret that Mr. Hollander 


Durban. did not see his way clear to accede to, tho Council's desire. 


Although Mr. Hollander is in his third year of public service, his 
assistance and co-operation have long been regarded as. invaluable in all 
progressive movements. One year after his election to the Town Council, he 
was made a Justice of the Peace. He is Chairman of the Beach Development 
Committee, to which has been entrusted the expending of £50,000 on the 


Durban Beach Improvement Scheme, and, as a result of the Committee's 


activities, Durban has acquired and justly earned the title of the “ Brighten 
of South Africa.” He is Chairman also of other important borough com- 
mittees. Mr.Hollander, who is the first Jewish member of the Town Council, 
arrived in Durban in 1893. He has actively identified himself with the 
interests of Durban Jewry, having held the office of Treasurer of the congre- 
gation for two years and that of committee-man continuously. He is the son 
of the late Mr. David Hollander, of Birmingham, and grandson of the Rev. M. 
Hollander, for forty years second minister of the Hebrew congregation in that 
city. 

On August 15th, Dr. H. Goodman, of Johannesburg, and member of the 
Executive of the South African Zionist Federation, delivered an address to the 
members of the Durban Zionist Association on “ The Evolution of Judaism : 
a Plea for Zionism.” The lecture attracted a highly critical audience, 
members of which vigorously debated the lecturer's markedly original con- 
tions. The Rev. A. Levy presided. |

The Library 
has 1,000 volumes, comprising English, Hebrew, jargon, 
etc., also newspapers and magazines. The Hall has seating 
accommodation for about 180. Mr. H. Goldberg officiated as Chairman, and 
was supported on the platform by the following gentlemen: Mr. W. Ehrlich, 
M.L.A. (Hon. President), Mr. C. L. Botha, M.L.A. (Mayor of Bloemfontein), 
Canon Orford, the Rey. J. Scott, Messrs. I. H. Haarburger and G. Baumann. 
The Chairman (Mr. H. Goldberg), in the course of a brief speech, extended a 
hearty welcome to the visitors. He then called upon the Hon. President (Mr. 
Ehrlich) to declare the Library and Hall open. 

Mr. Ehriich said that before proceeding he must express extreme regret 
at the absence of the Rev. Z. Lawrence. He said that he had just left Parlia- 
ment, where a discussion on the subject peculiarly akin to the objects of 
Zionism was taking place, namely, the uplifting of the oppressed and down- 
trodden whites in the land. (Hear, hear). By the opening of that library 
they were doing a great deal to promote that social intercourse which had 
proved so great a factor in the furthering of Zionism. He then declared the 
Library and Zionist Hall open for the use of members. | 

The Secretary, Mr. M.G. Cohen (South African Zionist Federation), then 
read letters from alfliliated societies in South Africa, wishing them in Bloem- 
fontein every success. He also stated that he had received letters from Mr. 
Hugh Gunn (Director of Education), Professor Johnstone, and the Rev. Mr. 
Franklin, expressing their regret at being unable to attend. 3 

The Rev. Mr. Scott informed the audience how, when he had first come 
to Bloemfontein many years ago, the Jewish community could be counted on 
the fingers of one hand, and how they had sent to Port Elizabeth or Cape 
Town for a Rabbi to perform marriage ceremonies. He recalled a remark 
once made by a certain Rabbi at a marriage ceremony in Bloemfontein, 
which appealed to him very much: “No Christian can treat a Jew in any- 
thing but a proper manner when he remembers that his Master was a Jew.” 

Mr. C. L. Botha said that while he had been spending the last two months 
in an atmosphere of politics, especially education, the Jewish community had 
set about to get up a hall and library—-an educational institution. He said 
that he had often endeavoured to preach to his own people that language was 
after all not the people, and he cited, as an example, the Jewish race who had 
retained their nationality without retaining their language. Zionism was to 
them the emblem of their nationality, the pride of their race. 

Canon Orford related how, from his early life, he ha been brought into 
He dwelt on the fact that though the 
Jewish race were scattered throughout the world, they maintained their 
nationality. Associations of this kind were the principal factors in that 
attainment. He wished the Association every success. 

Mr. I. H. Haarburger said that he welcomed everything that tended to 
foster a furthering of the Zionist Association’s educational and benevolent 
tendencies. It gave him great pleasure to be the promoter of a duty which 
he had been commissioned to fulfil on behalf of that gathering; that was a 
resolution of thanks to Mr. Ehrlich. 

Mr. G. Baumann seconded the vote of thanks to Mr. Ehrlich, which that 
gentleman acknowledged. |

The money qualification at present is £5, but the amount has been 
doubled for the winter months, with the object of checking immigration when 
work for new arrivals is not plentiful. The total immigration into Canada for 
the year is expected to be only a little over 100,000, which will be less than 
half the total for 1907; this is owing to the restrictive regulations adopted 
by the Government. Since the even numbered sections of the Dominion lands 
in Alberta and Saskatchewan were opened for homesteading last month, over 
one million acres have been taken up by settlers and the rush for the new 
lands still continues.

From Our Correspondent. 
BALTIMORE, 6th September. 
From the report of M. Nissim Behar, the managing director of the 
National Liberal Immigration League, who has just returned from a trip 
abroad, we learn that the steerage has comforts, and that he was pleased as a 
whole with things as he had foundthem. He travelled with his daughter 
and son-in-law, who had their two children with them. The 609 in the steer- 
age on the trip were all well served. Many of the passengers were on 
their first and some on their second trip, and all were satisfied. Some 
Americans, it is said, travel third-class with their families to save money. 
Mr. Behar’s only objection was the lack of bathing accommodation, which is 
unknown on the old type of ship. He arranged to take a hospital bath for, 
himself each day. The serving of meals in the same place where they slept 
was also a disagreeable feature, as it took three turns to feed the passengers ; 
there was noise and overcrowding all the time. The compartment system 
of rooms was also objectionable, particularly the family com- 
parments. The hammocks are. slung in two rows, superposed, 
and there are no sheets, only a small pillow and a blanket. Then, too, there 
was only enough space for 200 passengers, instead of the 600 who were on 
board. These objections, it must be understood, apply to the old type of 
ships which are going out of commission rapidly. These faults are remedied 
in the new ships, and only cause for complaint is in the discriminating treat- 
ment of the steerage people by the authorities in the matter of examination 


_ and vaccination. Mr. Behar paid special attention to the food, which he said 


was wholesome, well cooked and abundant. Milk was served at four o'clock 
in the morning for the children regularly in the family compartments. Mr. 
Behar will request the steamship companies and the immigration authorities 
that American citizens travelling in the steerage should be spared the 


,e@xamination at Ellis Island, and that a certificate of vaccination should be 


accepted instead of an operation on board ship; that during the trip atten- 
tion be given to instruction of the steerage passengers in American 
conditions. This, he thinks, will stop the congestion of the immigrants in 
New York and tend towards better distribution thoughout the country. 

A college building is to be erected at the rear of the new Mikveh Israel 
Congregation of Philadelphia, near the Dropsie College, which is now being 
built there. The premises are to be used as a Jewish college and also for the 
classrooms of the congregational religious school. It was decided at a 
recent meeting of the congregation to accept an offer made by the Board of 
Trustees of Gratz College, to construct this building with the understanding 
that the religious school should be a model school and a school of practice 
for the advanced students of Gratz College. | 

Krom Judge Sulzburger we learn that the Dropsie College will be opened 
September, 1909, if plans, now being worked ont, are realised. There is no 
change from the original idea. The institution will, at the outset, comprise 
three departments—Biblical, rabbinical and cognate Semitie languages. 
Only those students will be admitted who have taken degrees in other 
universities or colleges. There will be lectures of interest to theologians 
of all creeds. The purpose of the college will be to foster instruction in 
Hebrew and its cognate tongues; to disseminate rabbinical learning and to 
encourage original investigation and research.

The fifth annual convention of the Federation of Galician and Bukowinian 


- Jews was held recently. There are 275 branches, the membership principally 


being in New York and in adjacent New Jersey towns and cities. Some of 
the branches are social clubs, while others are affiliated with religious 
organisations. From 15,000 to 20,000 immigrants have been aided in securing 
work, each year, for the past three years. The scope of the Federation will 
be extended throughout the country. The Financial Secretary is the only 


paid officer. 30,000 dollars have been contributed during the past twelve 


months for the society's work, and in September the new free hospital, which 
is non-sectarian, will be opened. 


CRIMINALITY AMONGST THE JEWS OF NEW YORK. 


A Reply to Commissioner Bingham. 

Mr. Edward Lauterbach, President of the Liberal Immigration League of 
New York, has made the following reply in the Globe of that city to the 
allegations (partly printed in our last issue) of Police-Commissioner Bingham 
with reference to criminality among Jews there :— 

We have a specific answer to General Bingham's superficial generalisa- 
tion. I cannot tell on what basis the police commissioner conducted his 
investigation—if there was any such thiag as an investigation. It may be, of 
course, that in his literary round-up of criminals he included the poor push- 
cart men, who are for ever being hounded by the police. I don't know how 
he reached conclusions that are entirely at variance with the truth. I do 
know, however, that we have tried for a long time to get Commissioner 
Bingham to enter into a free and open discussion of the Jews in New York 
and their relation to crime. He said he did not believe in that kind of thing, 
and the cruel insinuations against our race continued to come from police 
circles. It was a very good thing that we anticipated some sort of a wild 
outbreak from him, and made a thorough investigation of court records with 
the aid of the district attorney's office, that enables us now to refute every 
statement he makes. My secretary, Mark J. Katz, with my authorisation 
and that of Mr. Schiff and Judge Rosalsky, went thoroughly inte the business 
of investigating crime among the Jews and the races in New York County 
during the last four years. It was painstaking work, and required three 
months. In that time thousands of indictments were examined and all the 
data they contained carefully tabulated ; and the result is that we now are 
able to say, without fear of contradiction—if one goes to the proper source 
for his information—that for the years 1904 to 1907, inclusive, the percen- 
tages of criminality among active Americans and foreign-born residents were 
63 per cent. and 37 per cent. respectively for violent crimes, and 66.6 per 
cent. and 33.4 per cent., respectively. It is an interesting document, and, 
according to the men who went over its eighty-five tables, proved conclu- 
sively that the Jews are to be congratulated on the low percentage of 


criminality among them, when their numbers in this country are taken into 
consideration. 


On “Labour Day,” September 7th, a marble and bronze tablet to 
perpetuate the memory of the Rev. Isaac Touro was dedicated in the 
Spanish and Portuguese Congregation Shearith Israel, New York. The 
Rey. Isaac Touro was Rabbi of the synagogue from 1763 until the American 
Revolution. His two sons, Judah Touro (soldier and philanthropist) and 
Abraham Touro, both endowed the synagogue and the old Jewish cemetery 
at Newport. The tablet also records the name of the Rev. Abraham Pereira 
Mendes, Rabbi of the Congregation from the re-opening of the synagogue in 
1883 until his death in 1903. He was the father of the Rev. Dr. H. Pereira 
Mendes, of the Shearith Israel Congregation. 


The New York Ghetto in a Heat Wave. 


By HALITVACK. 


In the summer time one gets the best idea of the New York Ghetto. It 
is all in the open then. There is no room for anybody indoors. New York 
suffering from a heat-wave causes one to think of the breeze occasioned by a 
fast travelling train. A blast of hot air strikes you in the face, making you 
feel worse than ever. The heat generally is literally unbearable. One gets 
frizzled away in one’s own perspiration. Amidst such conditions the hard- 
ships of life in the crowded, and overcrowded, Ghetto must remain 
undescribed. They are wholly undescribable; and if you have not been 
there yourself to feel and to see, you can never imagine. 

In the daytime the sun is too fierce for anybody to come out under it. 
The sufferings of the women and babies then must be very great, they having 
to keep themselves within the narrow fcetid confines of their rooms. Towards 
evening, as the sun goes down, the poor weak creatures begin to creep out of 
their holes—and then, perhaps, their reai hardships begin. You see them sit 
and lollin groups in every attitude, in every stage of bodily exhaustion, 
gasping for air which is not there; and what there.is of it they had far 
rather not get, if there is any regard to be felt for their general health. The 
evening air in the New York Ghetto is heavily laden with odours arising from 
fruit and vegetable offal that has been festering there all day under the broil- 
ing sun. Wherever you turn you see long strings of fruit and vegetable 
push-carts or barrows, each one surrounded by its own pile of garbage which 
swells as the day draws on; and in the evening the women and the babies 
come in for the full benefit of it all. Perhaps they may be inured to it, as 
regards their health generally ; but in the meantime they must suffer. They 

come to seek air and they get stench ; they cannot breathe; they cannot 
rest ; and as the night goes on they cannot find sleep. | 

The sidewalks and the streets are impassable during the evening and 
untilafter midnight. They are all one squirming mass of humanity ; and then, 
as I said, you get some idea of the pacer. held by the New York Ghetto. 

As far as your eye can see you behold a seething ocean of white blouses. 


These are the mothers come out from their hiding holes on the fifth and sixth 
storeys—and all the other storeys, too. Amongst them are also the daughters 
returned from the workshops where they have been sweated and sweating all 
day long from early morning. When you draw near you find your way barred 
by rows upon rows of baby-cars. The babies could not breathe the bad air 
indoors, so they are trying to give them the worse air of the street. Not all 
the babies have cars to lie in. Many of them are stretched on the bare 
stone flags, on the edge of the side walks, with their little heads propped up 
against lamp-posts. 

Yet the New York Ghetto in the summer looks great; but it makes you 
sad to see it, unless you can keep from looking down on the poor little babies ; 
but I should not want to know you if I thought you could do that. 


The other day I noted in the New York Evening Journal a most touching 


picture. It was a photograph of three little girls in the Ghetto sharing 
between them a penny glass of lemonade. The picture may have been faked, 
or “got up ” for the purpose, but that does not matter. It represented one of 
the many pathetic little summer scenes from the New York Ghetto. It was 
live and real. As with the really well-written novel from real life, it was not 
like life, but that picture was life. 

There is an old saying in Yiddish, illustrative of the warmth of Jewish 
blood relationship. “ Bind mich auf alle vier un warf mich zu das meinige,” 
which, freely translated, means “ No matter what I am, to my own 1 am their 
own.” In the present instance | would make nominative and objective 
change places. As you walk through the | swelling and ever 
swelling, and sweltering New York Ghetto of a summer even- 
ing, the truth of it becomes. verified within your innermost 
feelings: “Bind them all fours and throw.them to me —they are welcome to 
my heart ; they are mine own.” You see them all, on the one hand, suffering 
keen physical distress, parched and gasping for breath; you see them 
again sadly waiting in decorum here and there, especially in their handling 
of the younger children ; still you feel a certain pride within you that you see 
so many of themthere. Wherever you turn you see your own, your Own; 580 
many, sO many of them. You are glad; you are proud. You may care 
nothing for religion; nothing for tradition ; nothing for all the outward 
manifestations that help to cement a people together ; you may have nothing 
in common with them in your outlook and aspirations ; nothing in your daily 
life and conduct: still you love your people, you love them well; in spite of 
yourself you love them. You love them also in spite of themselves. They 
are full of faults, big and little; they grate and jar upon your senses in every 
one of their daily doings ; a thousand times a day they offend your highly- 
strung sensibilities ; still you love them ; you know you love them; you feel 
glad and you feel proud when you look on them in their great, almost endless, 
surging, seething throngs in the New York Ghetto of a summer evening. You 
take them just as they are and you ask for nothing better; you forget all 
about faults and blemishes and shortcomings ; you forget all about reforms ; 
you only know that you are happy with the sight of so many of them. Then 
you know how true that Yiddish saw is:—‘ Bind mich auf alle vier un warf 
mich zu das meinige.”’ 

The same feeling possesses you when on a Sunday or a holiday you take 
a look around the parks. There is, however, some difference ; for then 
you see them all happy; they all come out to enjoy themselves ; 
and they do it. You forget all about their unseemly little doings ; you over- 
look their abuse of the grass and the flowers ; the police will see to that, and 
see well to it, for they often make arrests in hundreds ; you may look at the 
women coming to wash handkerchiefs and other portions of their linen 
at the drinking fountains, but you do not see; that does not 
worry you just then, nor any of the other matters mentioned; the 
feeling of gladness at seeing so many hundreds and thousands of 
your kin is so deep within you, it is so affecting, that you refuse to 
see anything else, you no longer need feel the isolated, wandering 
Jew. So far as your eyesight can stretch you see nothing but Jews and 
Jewesses ; you see them all around you; beforeand behind you, and to either 
side of you. The whole world seems peopled with Jews; you can see no 
others. Tell yourself what stories you like; I know you could not help 
feeling proud at the sight of them all. 

One Friday night I was down at one of the lesser local parks—Jackson 
Street Park, I believe they call it—the place was literally packed with 
people, everyone of them Jewish; for it is in the very heart of the Ghetto. 
They had come there to get a whiff of cool air from the waterfront ; and 
there were many thousands of them there. There was scarcely any walking- 
room left anywhere. I never before saw so many Jews together ; and I can 
say I saw nothing else. In spite of what the world says and in spite of ger 
the police seem compelled to do, I could not see anything wrong going on. : 
it be said I looked with biassed eyes, I reply it was the other way about. 
had come to criticise. But I remained to admire. And I came 


_away grateful, filled with a strange gladness I never felt before. It seemed 


to me they all behaved so splendidly. If it had been a drawing-room a.

INAUGURATION OF A NEW = $ ORGAN. 
The West London Synagogue of British Jews have acquired a new organ, 

trument, which has been in use since the congregation removed to 
Berkeley Street in 1870, having become worn out. The present instrument 
has been constructed by Messrs. Harrison and Harrison, the leading firm of 
organ builders in this country. The total cost, ineluding the 
re-arrangement of the seating of the choir, has been about £2,500, towards 
which individual members of the congregation have contributed nearly £1,000, 
leaving the remainder to be defrayed from the synagogue funds. 

The new organ was inaugurated last Sabbath, when the synagogue was 
reopened after having been closed for cleaning and repairs. Dr. 
Percy Rideout, the organist, presided at the new instrument, from which he 
produced many beautiful effects, and the choir were heard to better advan- 
tage in their new position than formerly. The sermon on the occasion was 
preached by the Rev. Isidore Harris, who selected as his text the opening 
verses of the Sabbath Psalm: “It is good to give thanks unto the Lord, and 
to sing praises unto Thy name, O Most High . . . with an instrument of ten 
strings, and with the psaltery; with a solemn sound upon the harp.” The 
preacher said that the 92nd Psalm embodied something more than a sugges- 
tion that the Sabbath is fittingly employed, in harmony with its original 
purpose, when it is devoted to God’s praise, and that such praise finds its 
most beautiful and appropriate expression in the strains of music. Ever since 
the days of the Second Temple the 92nd Psalm had figured as a song for the 
Sabbath day. Whether on account of its reference to the work of creation in 


the fifth verse, or because its general trend of thought corresponded to the © 


joyous faith of the Sabbath worshipper in God's righteous government of the 
world, they must recognise the suitability of this hymn of praise to the 
object to which it had been consecrated for more than 2,000 years. 
From a _ well-known passage in the Talmud they learnt that when the 
Levitical service of song was instituted each day of the week had 
its separate Psalm, which was sung during the offering of the 
morning sacrifice. These Psalms were rendered'to the accompaniment of 
music, which formed a distinguishing feature of Israel's worship in ancient 
times. The foundation of the musical liturgy of the Temple was traditionally 
associated with the name of David, the minstrel king whose divine songs 
constituted the nucleus out of which the Psalter ultimately grew. Though 
music had from immemorial times been employed as a medium of worship, and 
even of prophecy, among the Israelites, it was not till the Temple was reared 
that their liturgy attained to that development which was so greatly 


influenced by the foremost of the arts. Then every kind of stringed and 


wind instrument known to antiquity was pressed into the service of the Most 
High, and the genius of the singer and the musician, combined with that of the 
poet, to embellish the sacred ritual with all that was most noble in literary 
and instrumental art. Whether the organ was employed in the Second 
Temple was a debatable question. In the opinionof many authorities, the Minim 
or the Ugab of the 150th Psalm should be so rendered. And according to the 
Talmud one of the instruments of the Sanctuary was the Magréfa, an arrange- 
ment of pipes on a keyboard which corresponded in its essential particulars 
to the modern organ. When the Temple worship ceased and the central 
sanctuary at Jerusalem gave place to the synagogues of the exile, the service 
instituted was of a simpler character and shorn of all musical adornment. 
The playing of music was forbidden by the Rabbis in token of mourning for 
the destruction of Jerusalem. Only at the celebration of marriages or on 
extraordinary occasions of public festivity was the stern rule relaxed. From 
the ordinary Sabbath service the performance of instrumental music was 
excluded on the further ground that it involved a desecration of the day of 
rest, although no such scruples had been felt by the Temple authorities. 
When, in the course of time, the Church introduced music into its service, 
Jewish sentiment became for that very reason increasingly opposed to what 
appeared to many as an imitation of Gentile custom. Strange to say, the 
introduction of music into the Church was for long resisted by some of the 
Ecclesiastical fathers for the analogous reason that music had once formed 
part of the worship of the Jews. Thus many circumstances combined to 
banish from the synagogue what the Sabbath Psalm had proclaimed to be so 
acceptable to God and so elevating to man. It was not until the year 1815 
that an effort was made to restore to public worship its ancient musical 
character. The modern organ was first introduced into a Jewish place of 
worship in Berlin by its founder, Israel Jacobson. The innovation, however, 
aroused such indignation among the conservative section of the community, 
that that particular house of prayer had to be closed. A second and more 
successful effort was made at Hamburg shortly afterwards, when the first 
Reform Temple was established ninety years ago. That served as an 
occasion for further protests, to which the advocates of the new order of 
things were not slow in replying. The Reformers of Hamburg and Berlin 
pointed out that it was unreasonable to regard a mode of worship that pre- 
vailed throughout the Second Temple as a violation of the Sabbath, and 


- equally unreasonable to denounce as an aping of Christian custom what 


the Christian had borrowed from the Jew. Thus the organ became 
the symbol of Reform, and as such was gradually introduced 
into the Reform Temples of Germany and America. When their 


own synagogue was founded sixty-six years ago, there was no thought of an © 


organ. Even the service at the Margaret Street Synagogue was at first per- 
formed without musical accessories. It was not until 1859, some time after 
the sister synagogue at Manchester had been established with an organ, that 
the West London Synagogue followed its example. Next year would mark 
the jubilee of the introduction of this feature into their worship. But 
that day they were celebrating something of more practical importance 
to themselves than a jubilee. That day they inaugurated a new 
instrument of great power and sweetness, and the occasion gave 
appropriate effect to the words of the Haphtorah which they had just 
read :—“ The glory of Lebanon shall come unto thee, the fir tree, the 


pine tree, and the box together, to beautify the place of my sanctuary.” 


Of the mysterious power of music to steal into the very soul of man, to hush 
his fiercest passions, and lift his thoughts in adoration of the Supreme. to 
heavenly heights, everyone was conscious. Music had been called the speech 
of angels, for it gave expression to emotions of the soul that no language of 
words could embody. But when all was said that could be urged on behalf of 
music as an aid to Jewish devotion, they had to be beware of placing too 
much reliance on mere externalities. It would always remain true that we 
derive from religious worship as much as we bring to it. The heart that 
would be roused to religious fervour by sweet sounds must itself be imbued 
with the love of God. If it be callous and selfish, devoid of piety and 
earnestness, its desires centred only in material things, the most soul-stirring 
service would leave it cold and unmoved. There must be a soul to stir, a 
spark to fan into flame, a music within us to vibrate in unison with the 
physical harmonies conveyed to the ear. Might the number never diminish, 
but tend to increase, of those who, gathering there from Sabbath to Sabbath, 
would find that response to their inmost feelings which the service of music 
ani song, hymn and praise, was designed to evoke.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE : 
WITH MR. ISRAEL ZANGWILL. 


Mr. Zangwill left on Wednesday for the United States, and on the 
previous day he granted an interview to a representative of the Jewish 
(Chronicle on several topics in which 
he is immediately interested. 

Mr. Zangwill is a past master in 
the gentle art of being interviewed, 
and has a habit of plunging at once 
into medias res. 

“IT can only give you a few rough- 
and-ready impressions,’ he said. 
“This is my last day in London 
before my departure for the States, 
and naturally [am very busy. So 
you must make allowances if'I say 
anything indiscreet.” 


A Move to Brazil. 

Have you any news to give me con- 
cerning the Ito ? 

* Before | tell you anything else; I 
may mention that 300 Jewish families 
residing in London have accepted an 
offer from the Brazilian Government 
to take them out to that country. If 
these people are willing to go out as 
Mr. Israel Zangwill. adventurers to brazil, how much more

| Those political theorists, the Zionists, 
will not have anything to do with this emigration, which is partof the Jewish 
problem, and these people are left without any protection.” 

These people, then, are not going to Brazil under [to auspices ? 

“No. I ecannot take any responsbillity for them. But I have let the 
Brazilian Government know that I have my eye on them, and that they will 
write to meas tohowthey geton. Lhaveinformed theGovernment that if things 
go well I shall be able to send them many more settlers. ~The Government 
are pretty sure to treat them well because they know that I shall make a fuss 
if they do not, and as the country is simply longing for colonists they are 
likely to do allin their power to attract the settlers I can send them. 
Brazil is as largeas Europe, and has, I believe, only fourteen million inhabi- 
tants, and these not of a very superior class. So there is plenty of room. I 

am often asked how | should get my people to Itoland. Well, suppose I hada 
place in Brazil, | want no better proof than the voluntary emigration of all 


these families from one single city. The Ito movement is not a theory but 
actual fact.” | 


Mr. Jerome and Galveston. 

Will you devote yourself at all to Ito work in the States ? 

“Yes, two-thirds of my visit relates to the Ito.” 

Will you visit Galveston ? 

“]T cannot tell yet. I may mention that Mr. Jerome kK. Jerome lately 
visited Galveston, and he tells me that the Ito emigration work is much 
talked about there. People say that there is such a vast hinterland waiting 
to be developed in the West that it would be well if the whole stream of 
emigration could be diverted to Galveston and not merely the Jewish 
section. If that were done we should have the rare spectacle of Christians 
imitating Jews.” 


Have you anything to say in regard to detractors of the Galveston 
scheme ? 

“Yes. That reminds me that an imprudent correspondent of the Jewish. 
Chronicle, Mr. P. Horowitz, not only made a false statement in regard to our 
Galveston work but did not have the decency to apologise when it was 
pointed out. He unearths from a Yiddish paper a statement by a dissatisfied 
immigrant ; | absolutely deny. Mr. Horowitz's statement that this man has 
written tome. I can only repeat that our work lies in the West and not the 
South. But, though the South is not suitable to people without means owing 
to the danger of their labour being exploited, people who are better-off have 
been doing very well. When all is said and done, America is the best land for 
Jewish emigration.” 

What do you think of Mr. Jerome's play ? 

“Mr. Jerome was much surprised at the notice in the Jewish Chronicle 
condemning the Jewish character.in‘ The Passing of the Third Floor Back.’ 
He pointed out to me that for one bad Jewish character he had eleven bad 
Christians and yet the Jews complained! Many Jews who have seen the 
play are delighted, and Mr. Forbes Robertson has received several apprecia- 
tory letters from Jews, I feel sure that Jerome, if only on account of his 
deep friendship with me, would be incapable of harbouring anti-Semitism. 
Indeed, the Jew inthe play reminds himself after his transformation that he 


belongs to a race that had been commanded to be a holy people. I recom- 
mend all Jews to see this play.” 


“The Melting-Pot.”’ 
What about your own play ? 


“My own play is part of my work for the Jewish problem. It deals with 
the general problem of America—the fusion of races, as the title ‘The 
Melting-Pot’ implies—and with the problem of the Jew as part of this 
general problem. Naturally, it deals very sympathetically with the Jewish 
side, which is, I think, specially important at a period when social anti- 
Semitism is raging more furiously in America than ever before. Of course, 
this anti-Semitism may even produce the failure of the play, but that I must 
risk. It does not pay to do Jewish work nowadays. The Jews do not want 
it and the Christians will not have it. Jews like to lie low and say nothing, 
and the Christians do not want to interest themselves in the Jews. No-one 
_ ere up the Jewish problem for art’s sake is likely to make much money 
| 


Revival of Emigration. 
si revert to the Ito, is the emigration movement recovering from its set~ 


Slowly. The movement will keep pace with the return of confidence in 
America. No crisis there can last long. The country has such vast resources. 
If there is no area for Jewish immigration in the Western States of America, 
there is none in the world, and the Jews might as well remain in Russia and 
Roumania. The rise of a Jewish State in Palestine or elsewhere could not 
possibly cope with the emigration problem for many years. The immigration 
there would have to keep pace with the economic development of the country, 
otherwise you would have a most deplorable catastrophe.” 


Plague all your Houses.’ 

Have you any reply to make to the critics of your Pavilion Theatre 
speech ? . 

“ What IL said at the Pavilion Theatre was a repetition to the masses of 
what I had said in the Chancery Court, and was rendered necessary by the 
fact that the Zionist movement, instead of accepting the judgment of the 
Court, tried to gain its own ends in a quibbling fashion, which sets a bad 
precedent in the history of companies. I made no attack on Zionism, but 
only on those Zionists who are temporarily in possession of the leadership. 
l am endeavouring to get them to take a large view of Zionism, actually to 
the detriment of the Ito. I would like one political body to do all the work 
of Zionism which ought to have the handling of the whole Jewish problem. 
lor Zionists to decline to handle the whole of it and yet to regard as an 
enemy that organisation which handles those parts of it which they refuse to 
handle, is thoroughly paradoxical. I keep my eye entirely on the objective 


problem. Ido not care for parties or factions, nor for the Ito itself. All 
these are means to an end.” 


Possibilities of Co-operation. 
Are you favourable to co-operation between the Ito and Zionism? _ 
‘Co-operation implies operation. . If operation is possible in Palestine or 
the neighbouring lands, we are not only ready to co-operate but are bound to 
do so by the position we took up at the Straus conference two years ago.” 


There seems to be a desire on the part of the Zionists to bring about 
unity. 


‘1 would sacrifice almost anything to that end, except the Territorialist 


idea, which underlies both Zionism and Itoism. I do not mind restricting 
Territorialism to Palestine if Palestine is possible, but | do object to restrict- 
ing Territorialism to philanthropie half-measures which seems all the Zionist 
movement is likely to achieve.” 


The New Regime in the East. 


You are charged with not having made due allowance for the changed 
situation in the East. 

‘| should be only too delighted if the changein the Turkish constitution 
could be shown to have any effect in bringing the Zionist idea nearer fulfil- 
ment. But in order that Zionism may really be furthered it is necessary 
that the present internal struggle in Turkey should result in the victory of 
the autonomous principle. Even if it does, we are only half way to Zion, 
because the Jews are not in a majority in Palestine. In order that the Jews 
shall become a majority in Palestine, two things are necessary : One is that 
the Turkish (;overnment shall not hinder, but rather favour, the rapid immi- 
gration of Jewish elements into Palestine. They are not only not in a 
majority actually, but theoretically they have not the right to go in. The 
second thing is that, given the favourable attitude of the Government, the 
Jews shall goin. If no charter can be obtained on large Herzlian lines, there 
remains the forlorn hope of getting autonomy by pouring in Jews on the 
chance that they will be in the majority, and thus obtain autonomy.” 

Zionists would reply to that that you are sending people to the.West, 
and are not encouraging emigration to Palestine. 

“If they can prove to me that the people will not starve, I will help to 
send them to Palestine. What is of vital significance is that the present 
Zionist leaders, and especially those men who say they cannot live a day out- 
side Palestine should take the first train for Jerusalem themselves. I am 
tired of witnessing this absentee nationalism. I myself am quite able to live 
outside Palestine, but I cannot understand why these fervent souls who are 
always expressing vocally their irrepressible desire to be off to Palestine do 
not makea start. To imagine that Palestine can be built up from without is 
the most monstrous fantasy. Herr Sokolow says in Die Welt that the move- 
ment cannot be worked from Palestine because the elements there are 
impotent. I say that these impotent elements must be replaced by potent 
elements. The headquarters must be established in Palestine, especially if 
you give up the hope of a charter. 


| The Zionist Congress. 

Will you ever. attend a Zionist Congress again ? 

I do not know. I do not see what good the Congress does. The present 
Zionist movement is absolutely futile in relation to the great problem it 
seeks to solve. It is like a nut trying to crack a steam-hammer. To build 
up a country requires immense seriousness and vast sacrifices. The Jewish 
problem is far more diflicult than the rehabilitation of any other nation. The 
people are scattered and not on the one spot where you wish to 
work. Its solution can only be brought about by the determination of 
strong elements who are willing to make any sacrifices, including the accept- 
ance of Turkish citizenship, for Palestine. I would specially suggest that 
Dr. Gaster should remove thither and that the seat of his labours should be 
Jericho. There is also the view to be considered that all chances of getting 
a Zionist State in Palestine may be killed if the young Turkish programme of 
a unified Empire should be the programme destined to triumph. In that case, 
if Zionists still cling to Palestine, it would still be necessary for them to 
emigrate there, but the hope would be more forlorn and the risk they would 
have to run would be greater than in the other alternative. But the attempt 
to create a country from a Congress is ridiculous, and was only justified so 
long as a large Herzl charter policy with the idea of a backing of the Powers 
held the field. When this idea was abandoned- and it has been abandoned 
the whole point of the Congress vanished. Congresses are only valuable for 
getting money, and Zionists have not even done that. One rich man could 
contribute as much as a whole Federation with all its publicity.” 


An Old Idea Abandoned. 


You think then that Zionists ought to alter their arrangements to meet 
the new state of affairs ? 

“Yes. I have been looking up the past literature of the subject, and [ 
find that the political hopes of Zionists in the minds of both Jews and 
Christians was the coming break-up of Turkey, in which case it was thought 
that Palestine, being a bone of contention, would be given over, for the sake 
of peace, to the Jewish people. Now, instead of breaking up, the Turkish 
Empire seems to have acquired a new and stronger lease of life than ever, 
and it is not easy to see that this change could have so much improved the 
Zionist, position as the Zionists claim. It has indeed transformed the problem 
and opened up a new way of attacking it—by immigration.” 


The Ito Expedition. 

What about the Ito expedition ? : 

“ Our expedition has now returned and the report is being written, but 
it is somewhat delayed by the fact that the specimens of soil which have been 
brought back by the agricultural expert have to be analysed, and this takes 
about a month. I believe there will be a eonference in Vienna of the foreign 
members of the International Council for the purpose of having the report 
laid before them. The English members will, of course, consider it over here, 
but all this will take place after my return at the end of next month.” 

Will the report be published ? | 

“That depends. If the report is favourable it may be necessary to keep 
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the thing dark while the negotiations are proceeding. Only if it be unfavour- 
able will it be laid before the world.” 

Supposing it were favourable and at the same time it became clear that 
there was a chance of succeeding in Palestine. Which would you go for ? 
See I would go for Palestine if it were not peddling philanthropic work, and 
if it:corresponded with the largeness of the ideal which Dr. Herzl set before 
us. | would have nothing to do even with an Ito scheme if it did not seem likely 
to lead to the desired result. 1 will not play with the problem like the lea 
does. I see no point in colonisation unless the result in the course of time 
is the creation of a Jewish territory on a large scale.” 


Magnifique, mais... ."’ 

Do you think the Turks will favour Jewish aspirations ? 

I cannot say. Immigration alone into the Purkish Empire cannot help 
the problem, seeing that there are already 600,000 Jews in the Empire. These 
will of course, benefit by the franchise which puts them on an equality with 
the people who formerly despised them, but they are mere scattered units 
and what is required is a Jewish political preponderance. If the Jews 
merely went to Turkey with no political aim in view, they wouid be simply 
in the same position as the Jews of America. © This, of course, would be 
better than nothing. In 1897, Jews were invited to Turkey, provided they 
aah over the whole Empire. C’est magnifique mais ce west pas Uétat 
juif. 

In conclusion, Mr. Zangwill ? 

“In conclusion, if there is a real, practical scheme for the solution of the 
Jewish problem anywhere, I am with it. But by ‘practical’ | mean an 


oetieine scheme leading to the goal we have in view, and not mere fussy 
activity.”

A Plague o' all Your Houses.’ 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sirk,—In my last letter to you, I referred to the very vague and vacil- 
lating attitude taken up by. our soi-disent statesmen and our faineant 
diplomatists towards the volt: face of the Sublime Porte. I am not unaware 
that you, Sir, have in temperate language animadverted on the somewhat 
surprising silence of Zionist leaders with reference to the new régime at 
Yildiz Kiosk. I cannot help thinking that some official statement on the 
subject emanating from the Zionist “ triumvirate” would at the present time 
have served a more usefal purpose than the random chatter on new ecolonisa- 
tion projects which seems largely to have occupied both time and attention 
at the recent Cologne Conference. Iam aware that a session with reference 
to the new Turkish administration was held in camera. Doubtless considera- 
tions which involve a completely fresh outlook on Zionism need exceptionally 
cautious handling, and perhaps we may yet look fora belated official note. 
But in any official pronouncement on the situation it was not necessary- 
pro tem. - to be much more explicit than was, for instance, the President of 
the English Zionist Federation at the recent semi-annual Conference. On 
that occasion (August 2nd) Dr. Gaster spoke as follows : | 

Our outlook now is far better than it has ever been before. The recent events in 
Turkey have at any rate shown all those wise men who can see the grass growing and 
are able to guess the innermost thoughts of the rulers of the world, that events in the 
Kast can change in a most extraordinary manner, in a Kaleidoscopic fashion, and what 
seems to be impossible to-day may be an accomplished reality to-morrow. I am 
treading on delicate ground. I refrain from pursuing this theme, which, however, is 
sufficiently clear—that the new era which is dawning in Turkey may be fraught with 
the most untoward consequences for our movement. It will be for us now to prepare, 
to be ready, to respond whenever the time of the call is nigh; so that when we are 
asked: “ Are you ready 7’ we may reply,’ Aye! we are ready. We are strong in our 
position, we are united in our endeavours, we are working hand in hand, we are 
bending our energies towards the same aim. Aye, we are ready!” 

This is not, | admit, a very striking utterance. But it is, at any rate’ 
despite its obvious limitations, a sineere, though all too timid, attempt to 


gauge the re-born potentialities of Palestine. Nor can.the limitations of this 


utterance be fairly laid to the door of Dr. Gaster,. Seeing that the “ Head 
Office” was, at the time, conspicuously silent, could we legitimately have 
expected a more explicit statement froma“ Branch,” ? Still, when seen in 
perspective, the whole situation, now that time is getting on and the silence 
is still unbroken, savours somewhat of a Unionist candidate, pledged to 


Tariff Reform, contenting himself, in his election address, with some vague 


and guarded generalities about Protection: it can be compared to a Liberal 
candidate, wedded to Cobdenism, making, in his crucial speech to the 
electorate, a merely en passant reference to Free Trade, and then changing 
the subject with an “I am treading on delicate ground. I refrain from 
pursuing this theme.” 

How would so timorous a candidate fare with his chiefs and his con- 
stituency ? Yet this seems to be the over-cautious attitude of the Zionist 
leaders. If the truth be spoken, this mental vagueness and instability 
scandalously weds us to many an amazing paradox in our religious, social 
and national life. Our attitude, in many things, is too often reminiscent of a 
popular saying among the Arabs around Biskra, “It is good to search after 
the truth-—but it is simpler to talk about date-stones.” We are great adepts 
at talking about.-date-stones. 

And now—if rumour be correct—we are on the eve of adding to the ever" 
increasing number of our juntas, our caucuses, our cabals, and our camarillas, 
a new international organisation. Let us, however, not forget, in our 
insatiable thirst after new palliatives and novel panaceas, that the experi- 
ment of “swopping horses when crossing a stream,” is one not unattended 
with considerable risk and danger. Let not that popular applause, which in 
these critical and parlous times seems to wait upon every new remedial 
measure, blind us to the menace of uncoordinated effort. When, upon one 
occasion, the great orator Mirabeau found that his remarks were being 
greeted with cheers from an unexpected quarter, he suddenly stopped and 
asked: “ Have I been saying something silly?” In these days of speeches 
of but little practical utility, yet given the undeserved and effective setting 
of great popular demonstrations, and “punctuated” with “storms of 
applause” and “great cheering,” the cynical depth and penetration of 
Mirabeau’s wise “aside” may well come home to all of us. 

If the truth be known, it would seem that there is no “ open vision”’ in 
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these days. Every man does that which is “right in his own eyes,” One 
would have thought that the many-headed hydra—the Jewish question— 
would have occupied the more or less undivided attention of those in our 
midst who, to University attainments, add Parliamentary experience and 
political insight. Bat,no. It would indeed seem that it is easier to, enlist 
the Zionistic sympathies of a Christian Under-Secretary of State for the 
Colonies than of a Jewish Under-Secretary for Home Affairs. I have little 
hesitation in saying that the House of Commons is, almost to a mans 
favourable to the cause of Jewish Nationalism. The exceptions are, 
for the most part, “ Englishmen of the Jewish persuasion.” Representative 
and intellectual Christendom, throughout the world is, as a _ whole, 
sympathetic towards Jewish national ideals, and would like to see that 
partial solution of the Jewish question which the success of Zionist aspira- 
tions would help to bring about. I have advisedly used the words “ partial 
solution,” because, at best, myriads of our people must for many, many years to 
come continue to find a home (?) in Russia, and make the best of their surround- 
ings. We can only hope that the time may not be far distant when a “ bloodless 
revolution” in the Empire of the Tsar, similar to that which has for ever 
wiped away the blood-stains and tears from the “purple East,” may ease the 
burden of the remnant of our people. In the meanwhile, the moral gain for 
the whole House of Israel which would result from the establishment of a 
Jewish State in Palestine, is well-nigh incaleulable. And, when all is said 
and done, there are only twelve million of us in the world. According to 
Mr. Richard Whiteing, in his charming gossamer-thread romance “ All Moon- 
shine,” there is room for all the peoples of the earth-—“ standing room” only, 
I admit, but still rooom in the Isle of Wight. Therefore, there is room for 
us on one hundredth part of that charming but territorially insignificant 
island. Surely, it follows. there must be, somewhere or other in this vast 
“orbis terrarum,” fertile though unpopulated lands, able to accommodate 
the tens of thousands of our people whose foothold elsewhere is dangerous 
and uncertain. These are, | admit, but trite considerations ; however, the 
truth is sometimes so glaring that we shut our eyes to it. | 

In your valuable leaderettes on “ The problem of problems,” to which | 
have called attention in an earlier letter, you deplore the absence of those 
social conditions which would render a wise and philosophic attitude, a 
detached and dispassionate standpoint, more generally characteristic of our 
communal polity. Certainly our fevered and hectie vacations at Dieppe or 
Cliftonville are not calculated to help us to see things in a proper perspec- 
tive. Now, I am fully aware that traditional Judaism has always, more or 
less, set its face against the conventual and monastic life—probably on the 
general grounds of “ Chukath Hagoyim”™ but it seems probable that in some 
idea embodying the principle of the “ Retreat "—the “ holidaying” together 
of able and intelligent coreligionists in a cloistered and sequestered spot — 
far from the madding crowd —lies one way towards the light and the truth. We 
know what “ Retreats’ mean to Catholicism. They undoubtedly constitute one 
of Rome’s most powerfualstrongholds. The establishment of a system of Jewish 
Retreats—national, social and religious, in scope and significance, all the 
world over—ought to do for Jewry what Kitchener's “ Blockhouses” effected 
in the conquest of South Africa. Self-indulgenee and self-gratification have 
proved a failure. Let us try a little asceticism for a change. Iagree that 
the tendency of these ‘‘ Retreats" would be somewhat monastic. I fear that 
far less than I do the tendencies of the present day, which are in an entirely 
opposite direction. For that reason, the development of the ‘Jewish 
Settlement ” principle, which is contained in the recently-established Lewis 
House in the East End of London, can likewise only work for good. All 
those who have at heart the good name and the rehabilitation of Jewry, can- 
not but welcome these and similar movements. The world of men may give 
us the inspiration to seek after the solution of the Jewish question, may give 
us the desire to combat anti-Semitism, but only in calm seclusion will the 
solutions of these world-problems one day be puzzled out. 7 


The light-hearted irresponsibility of our community constitutes one of 
our chiefest dangers. We pile Pelion on Ossa, and week by week add to 
the number of our organisations. Our communal leaders, our philanthropists, 
and our honorary workers, jaded and worn after the exactions of profes- 
sional and commercial life, give up the brief hour between the work of the 


day and the play of,the night to the solution of complicated communal 
problems. On week-day evenings, they are ina fever and a ferment to get 


away to dinner and amusements of various kinds. Their eyes are glued on 
the clock, and they snap out their commands to the paid official, their 
decisions to the trembling “greener.” They ever remind me of Tolstoy's 
Judge in “ Resurrection,” who is on tenterhooks to get away from the Law 
Courts to his assignation with the pretty Swiss governess. On Sundays they 
are itching to get'away to golf. And so from day to day, from week to week, 
from month to month, and from year to year, the destiny of the poor 
greener” is shelved, shelved, shelved. 

Verily our community is, indeed, a “ House of Cards,” a “Garden of Lies.” 

When Moses received a mandate from the Most High to wrest from 
Pharaoh the liberation?of Israel, he was told to take the elders of the people 
with him to the Egyptian Court. Later, however, we are told that alone he 
went in to Pharaoh. What happened to the elders? asks the Midrash. They 
started out with Moses on his mission, we are told in answer, but through 
cowardice and indifference fell out by the way. 

To the two great Jewish mental disqualifications of the present day— 


instability and vagueness —cannot we, unhappily, with good ground, add the 
moral disqualifications of cowardice and indifference? In another letter I 
may possibly deal}with"this matter. | 


For the present we are dealing with political and intellectual, rather 
than with moral, errors, though both aspects of the question involve an 
inevitable interplay one with the other. We have been dealing with what’a 
distinguished French writer happily calls a “ mentalité particuli¢re et 
inférieure —a mentality which seems, unfortunately, to be characteristic of 
the outlook and ideals ‘of this generation. 

the present discontent and chaos are rapidly making for national, racial 
and religious suicide. We have had enough ot the “conspicuous novice” . 


leaders must lead; they must have settled convictions ; they must be above 
“terminological inexactitudes.” At present we cannot see the “ wood for 
the trees"’; at present the communal music is that of “sweet bells, jangled, 
harsh and out of tune.” On all pressing questions is being shed the 
maximum of heat and the minimum of light. We ignore the issues of truth 
and quarrel about date-stones. But the prayer of all sincere coreligionists 


who hold “ my people, right or wrong,” “‘my people, first and last,” is con- 
tained in the words of the Psalmist :— 


For my brethren and companions’ sake I will wish thee peace; Yea 
because of the house of the Lord our God I will seek to do thee good. 


May that good and that peace speedily come, even in our day !

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—Mr. Gelberg, no mean adept himself in playing off his own bat, has 
sounded loud the toesin above the din of contending factions. Iam glad to 
see Mr. Gelberg's interest in the vital Jewish question, and hope it is not 
merely a case of the petrel attracted by the storm. 

None more than Mr. Gelberg is aware that unanimity on so wide a sub- 
ject as the demands and possibilities of the Jewish position of to-day, is a 
mistaken conception, and those surely interpret him wrongly who attach so 
inane a meaning to his words. It is, unfortunately, true that our newly- 
created political atmosphere is rent by distressing elements ; leaders, rank 
and file are infected; disunion has over-reached the tolerable stage, and 
healthy rivalry is displaced by utterly unworthy promptings. In your 
correspondent, Mr. Horowitz, we have ‘the usual specimen of the misguided 
section. His free employment of such rough casuistical tools as “ treachery 
within the camp,” “ usurpers,” his comparison of Territorialism to an abscess, 
his contortions in decrying Ito emigration activity and attributing the origin 
of Territorialism to a Jewish proneness to gambling, his myopia to anything 
good in Itoism, are all highly developed symptoms of a morbid affection. 

To what degree the cloven hoof has descended is demonstrated by the 
notorious Liverpool resolution, when Jews deliberately placed obstacles in 
the path of redemption, a performance hard to match in the annals even of 
Jewish history; and to imagine its effect lost already is to credit human 
forgiveness with impossible powers. But fanaticism insatiate has only 
recently added yet another to its misdeeds in the shape of the English 


Zionist Federation's resolution, deprecating all effort in obtaining a land 


outside Palestine. 


It is, indeed, sad to witness this perversion of destructive power, its dire 
effects, its wasted genius, the energy that might be conserved for constructive 
work. Surely these turbulent spirits who make war can find a world of 
attack in the indifferentist camp, if attack they must! Where the parties 
opposed are the natural complement of each other, andthe issue at stake is a 
down-trodden people’s weal, does it need, as Mr. Gelberg writes, ‘‘an over- 
mastering personality to’‘keep us in order”? It seems so, yet I prefer to 
think that there is enough good sense and manliness left among us. There 
certainly is a considerable danger lurking in these mutual recriminations, 
more than is perceptible on the surface; it is historically shown that they 
tend to perpetuation long after the differences from which they spring have 
disappeared. Serious Zionists should reflect on this position in conjunction 
with Mr. Zangwill’s oft-repeated formula that on the day Zionism emerges 
from its unsubstantial stage the forces of Territorialism will be placed along- 
side, and whatever these forces may be to-day—-and they include some of the 
ablest and most powerful members of Jewry—-they may one day be of no 
inconsiderable importance in Zionist plans. 

Meanwhile, between the two parties there exist fundamental differences, 
there are besides interests which impinge mutually. All this is natural 
enough, but the line of propriety and safety is over-stepped when we affect 
a stubborn blindness to the good side of each other's activities ; and when it 
culminates in actual interference, it is fraught with serious consequences to a 
long-saffering people. Zionists should remember that even they cannot impose 
conditions upon distracted Jewry, and it is high time that the sober-minded 
among them took the matter well in hand of organising themselves efficiently 
for the slaughtering of this war-horse. Its policy should be each party to its 
own course if a blessing instead of a plague is to be its share in the future.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—-Mr. Horowitz's idea of historical events, as well as his psychology 


of Territorialism, might have been interesting were they not marred by the 
authoritative boldness and arbitrariness of tone which nought but extreme 
youthfulness could possibly justify. I will not, therefore, follow him in his 
mass of verbiage, but will, for the sake of your readers, make but a few con- 
cluding remarks. 

To begin with, the element of Territorialism was never absent, even at 
the first stages of the Zionist movement. As long as Herzl and all Zionists 
were cherishing the hope of obtaining the now “ antiquated charter,” the voice 
of Territorialism had no occasion to manifest itself, since Palestine was to 
them, and still is, no less—if, indeed, it is nothing more—than a territory. 
Consequently Territorialism is not like an abcess, an accidental appearance on 
the Jewish body, but—if Mr. Horowitz likes the comparison so much——a natural 
growth on the Jewish body simultaneously with another growth called Zionism, 


which, according to probably three-fourths of the Jewish people, is looked — 


upon as no less an abscess than Territorialism is regarded by Mr. Horowitz. 
It is ridiculous to speak of “their natural love for their old home” in the 
face of brazen facts. Out of twelve millions, only a quarter-of-a-million 
shares have been sold, including the founders’ shares. Where, then, is this 
“natural love for Palestine”? Even this quarter-of-a-million shares does 
not entirely represent people with a “natural love for Palestine,” since a 
large majority of the present Territorialists were hitherto, and many still 
are, Zionists ; and not only the rank and file, but even some of the former 
pillars of Zionism, men like Mandelstamm and others, have become Terri- 
torialists. To contend that those are “accumulated foreign matter” is, to 
say the least, childish arrogance. They were Zionists as long as 
the prospects of getting Palestine lasted. At the moment when 
Herzl—not Zangwill—saw the inadvisability of waiting indefinitely 
for Palestine, and together with Nordau pleaded for a Nachtasyl, 
it was at that very moment the occasion arose for the slumbering 
ideas of a “ territory anywhere,” to shape themselves into the definite formula 
of the present Ito. To say, therefore, that Territorialism is not a historical 
event is the height of childish obstinacy. Territorialism will, in spite of Mr. 
Horowitz, have its page in the future history of the Jewish people, if only for the 
reason that for the first time in Jewish history all the classes of Jewry have 
found it possible to stand under one banner, bearing the inscription: “A 
home for the homeless,” a thing that Zionism could not boast of. Such a 
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desire, shared by all the classes, Sir, is a historical event of the utmost 
possible importance. 

As to Mr. Horowitz's psychological analysis of the Jewish mind, 
leading him to the most original and ingenious idea of ascribing the 
advent of Territorialism to the Jewish instinct for gambling, it does 


not, in my opinion, deserve even to be refuted or argued upon. _ It: is 


hopeless! Mr. Horowitz further draws my attention to the difficulties 
of colonisation. I have heard this argument used by those who, being 
frightened at the enormity of the task, prefer to adhere to the much 
more convenient policy of laisser faire, but 1 have never heard a Zionist 
use the failure of Palestinian colonisation as an argument against 
Territorialism. Herzl and all the Zionists knew about this failure well 
enough, and this was precisely the reason for their maintaining that if a 
charter were granted it would work miracles, i.e., the Jewish people would, 
by its enthusiasm, remove all the difficulties which are insurmountable as 
long as colonisation is guided by mere philanthropy. Territorialists still 
maintain this belief. Zionists, I am sure, will not appreciate such kind of 
arguments. I dare even to doubt whether the Chovevi Zion would.

The Administration of the Aliens Act. 
MR. POLAK INTERPOSES. 


The occasional holding of Immigration Board sittings on Saturdays 
necessitates our obtaining reports of the proceedings from other sources. It 
is noticeable, likewise, that the Saturday sittings are usually productive of 
what may be termed “incidents.” At this particular sitting Mr. J. H. 
Polak, J.P., administered a sharp reminder to another member that the Immi- 
gration Board had no right to abuse the power vested in it, and thus constitute 
itself a Board of Inquisition. The appeals of six persons were inquired into. 

Mr. Nathan Dubowski, boot finisher and tobacconist, had sent an invita- 
tion to his mother-in-law, but when she came she was accompanied by her 
young son and two daughters. One of the latter was a widow with a child. 
Mr. Dabowski was anxious to receive his mother-in-law, and said he was 
also quite ready to provide for the others and get them employment. 

The Chairman : What are your earnings ? : 

Mr. Dubowski: As much as I want. (Laughter.) Having stated that his 
average earnings were about two hundred pounds a year, Mr. Evans, a mem- 
ber of the Board, asked, “ Do you pay income tax ?”’ 

Mr. Polak : That's a question that ought not to be put. I protest against 
it most emphatically. It is a question that will prevent witnesses telling the 
truth. It is nothing to do with you, and I protest against it. I think it is 
impertinence that such questions should be put. It will prevent us getting 
at the truth. 

Mr. Evans said he did not think so. 

Mr. Polak : It does. This is not a Board of Inquisition. 

Mr. Dubowski gave an undertaking to provide for the party, and they 


were admitted. 


A woman, aged 75, appealed against the medical officer's decision. of 
unfitness on the ground that she was suffering from trachoma. -She stated 
that she was coming to her son, who lived near Cardiff. 

The oflicer said.a telegram had been received from the police at Cardiff 
that the son was married, with two children, and earning 25s. a week, and 
was avery respectable man. The medical officer stated that as there were young 
children the complaint of trachoma might be communicated.

This week and next week at latest the boys and girls will have once 
again begun school-work, and those who are at boarding-school are somewhat 
rueful because the festivals, falling considerably later than last year, even 
the Jewish New Year, will not be spent in the home circle. Whilst sym- 
pathising with the young people in what is always a trying time, namely, the 
first few days in harness after the long rest, it must be conceded that the 
mother of a family is able to bear the separation with more equanimity, 
secure in the knowledge that the discipline and regularity of school-life may 
build up the character of her children, and not altogether averse to enter- 


ing into the process of settling down for the autumn, which always seems an_ 


impossibility till the young folks have started work. Certainly long holidays 
are somewhat demoralising ; meals are apt to grow irregular when the boys 
and girls are disinclined to be punctually down to breakfast, or in making 
excursions forget to return exactly to time. Then there are young friends 
trooping in and out at all times and seasons, and the irregularities upstairs 
are apt to prove infectious in the servant's hall, so that when the last tooth- 
some delicacy has been packed in the tuck box, the last “ tips’ gathered in 
by. the school-boys, new clothing marked, and abbreviated garments 
lengthened, it is not altogether to be wondered at that materfamilias breathes 
a sigh of relief, even though paterfamilias knits his brow as he draws the 
«cheques for schooling and extras. 
Clothing for growing girls is now thoroughly rational and practical. In 
the school trunk one finds nowadays combinations thin in summer and thick 
in winter, and more often than not serge knickers take the place of petticoats. 
Then there is the utilitarian coat and skirt, which, with a variety of blouses, 
is far more practical for a growing girl than a tight-fitting costume, as a loose- 
fronted jacket can be worn for a considerable time, especially if the cuffs 
are made so that they can be let down; the sensible fashion of long-sleeved 
Spencers renders the wearing of thin silk, lingerié and embroidery blouses 
suitable all the year round; in fact, the summer blouse, which is just getting 
shabby and which would be too small if put away until next spring, can 
finish its lease of existence as a blouse for every evening wear. Then 
the fashion of uniform or semi-uniform which the girls’ schools are gradually 
adopting in imitation of the boys’ schools has much to recommend it, and is 
especially advantageous for Jewish girls, as it forces them to avoid ostenta- 
tion and to be content to be dressed neatly and simply and just like the 
others, At many high-class establishments for our girls the head-gear all 
the year round is a hard white straw sailor hat with a plain band formed of 
the school colours, whilst in some schools the sailor is worn in summer only, 
and gives place to a cloth Tam o’ Shanter or a plainly-banded 
felt sailor during the winter. Other s¢hools like the girls to 
adopt for daily wear the plain hockey cap made in the school 
colours and which is practically nothing more than a cricket cap minus the 
peak. One or two schools for girls in London have gone further, and chosen 
for their pupils the sensible pinafore dress in a soft art coloured woollen, and 
this is worn with a washing ehemisette of white or cream flannel, or tussore 
silk, or some similar fabric, and in most cases bloomers are chosen to be worn 
beneath the pinafore or pleated and belted frock. Tomy mind there is some- 
thing democratic and agreeably levelling in insisting on the richest girl in 
the school being as simply dressed in the regulation uniform as the girl whose 
parents must religiously count ways and means, and the latter, thanks to the 
present custom, is spared the heartburnings which would arise if she were 
not so well dressed as the other pupils in her class. Most parents, too, are 
well satisfied to practise this legitimate economy in dress. A school cap for 
boy or girl, costing on an average half-a-crown, if treated with respect, lasts 
quite a couple of terms. 
Now is the time, with long evenings and short days, when our handy 
women folk are plunged in needlework undertakings for the various 
Synagogues and other guilds which, however many they receive, have never 
enough garments for those who seek their aid. Many of the large firms like 
Whiteley’s, Harrod’s, Shoolbred’s, ete., are very generous in giving bundles

of substantial cuttings from the workrooms to their customers if they explain 
they require them for charitable purposes. Such pieces are excellent for 
small frocks (which can have a eontrasting yoke), and petticoats, whilst the 
smaller pieces of cloth and woollens, ete., are invaluable for the manufacture 
of patehwork quilts. ‘To people who have leisure and are willing to work but 
cannot spare much money in the purchase of materials it is a great help to 
receive on application a bundle of pieces to work upon, and I hope this hint 
will be acceptable to some of our women folk.

As a change from the well-known rissole lL subjoin a receipt for curried 
croquettes, a dish of which can be made with'a very small amount of cold 
meat left over from the joint. Four ozs. meat, two ozs. fat meat or dripping, 
four ozs boiled rice, about a dessert-spoon curry powder, tea-spoon chutney, 
two or three onions, one apple, salt to taste (remembering that rice wants 
plenty), egg and bread crumbs. | 

Mince the meat very finely, put it in a basin with the rice. Make the fat 
hot and fry the onions which have been previously finely chopped, add the 
chopped onions, curry and chutney; stir over the fire a minute, turn it into 
the basin with the rice and meat, and mix thoroughly with a fork. Make the 
mixture into small balls, brush over with beaten egg and roll in bread- 
crumbs. Fry a golden brown in boiling fat, drain and dish them, serving 
piled up as high as possible and garnishing with fried parsley.

‘There was a good attendance, and Mrs. Tuck, in submitting the eighteenth annual 
report and balance-sheet, said that, unlike other charities, they had little to complain 
of. True, their weekly subscriptions had decreased, as they had only received X11, 
against £153 last vear; but there was a slight rise in the amount of donations 
and annual subscriptions, for they had received £615, against £610 last year. 
Taking all in all, the income for the present year was but £12 less than 
that received in the previous twelve months.

Jn another 
way they had also effected economy, the ladies on the Committee having paid out of 
their own pockets for much of the stationery and postage used in the work of the 
Fund. Tickets had been given to various charitable institutions and schools, Special 
mention should be made of their Treasurer, Mrs. Loewenstein, their Hon Secretary 
Mrs. Kaiser, and Mrs. Reichman. Their thanks were also due to not a few gentlemen, | 
among them Mr L. Loewenstein, who had made substantial collections, Mr. Philip 
Mordant who acted as their honorary Auditor, and Mr. N. P. Vallentine who had 
presented them with the printed tickets. They had received a sack of coffee from 
in anonymous donor, to whom all their thanks were given.

| Dr. Joseph Hochman’s Doctorate thesis deals with fascinating topics, the 
“Temple festivities connected with the first fruits and the water-drawing. | 
hope at a later period to enter into some of the many fresh details which Dr. 
Hochman discusses, the new points of view, the original contributions which 
he makes to our knowledge of the organisation of the Temple and its cere- 
monies. The author displays abundant learning. He has read extensively, 
and what is more, he has thought, and thought to good effect. Dr. Hochman 
is nomere compiler. His book is thoroughly independent, though, as is but 
proper, it is based on the study of authorities. | 

The appearance of this book thus deserves a weleome for its. intrinsic 
value. But its appearance is rendered notable by another consideration. Are 
we at last on the way towards a young generation of English Rabbis who 
shall be scholars as well as ministers? There is no need to enter into the 
controversy as to the functions of the Jewish clergy in this country. All 
one-sided views must be dismissed. The Jewish clergyman must help to 


~ conduct the service, he must do much social and charitable work. he must 


preach. Knough for one man? No, it is not enough. He must also, he 
must first of all, be a teacher, and he cannot teach what he does not know. 
His first duty is to be ascholar. It is not his last duty, but it is his first. 

Those who are making this stand must not weaken their case by under- 
rating the importance of the other functions of the clergy. There is no fear 
that they will do so. , The Jewish clergyman knows, if not from intuition, at 
all events from experience, that he must lead in philanthropie enterprise, 
that he must do “ parish” work, that he must visit hospitals, that he must 
do some of the drudgery of the regular synagogue service- if drudgery 
be not an altogether wrong word. Is it not truer to term it a privilege ? 
But under all this, as the foundation of his worth, the source of his influence, 
and the fount of his effective preaching and teaching, must exist solid learn- 
ing. And more than that. There must be a desire to contribute to the old 
stores, there must be an aspiration towards learned productivity. We 
depend on the clergy for our good books. If they do not write them, the 
books will remain unwritten. There is no one else to do it. 

Dr. Hochman is a preacher of promise ; he has the gifts of an orator, if he 
will but train and control them. And now we see that he is a keen student, 
touched with ambition to write something of scholarly import, determined 
that his pulpit utterances shall be the flower of real, hard grappling with the 
problems of literary and religious history. Hence one's first word is one of 
gratification at the very issue of this. book, apart altogether from its 
substantial claims to praise. |

| Notes on New Publications. 

So many new books have already appeared at the very beginning of the 
autumn publication season that a mere list would fill some columns. The 
following must be specially noted : . 

Prof. Israel Gollanez is ever fertile in new ideas, which combine good 
art and good literature. His latest is the ‘“ Lamb Shakespeare for the Young ”’ 
(Chatto and Windus), the first volume of which is The Merchant of Venice. 
Prof. Gollanez’s introduction is brave and original, and I will.go into it more 
fully on another occasion. It is a splendid gift book, with pictures, music 
and delightful type. Price 16 in cloth, 2 6 in leather. , 

“The Synagogue and the Church ” is a contribution to the Apologeties of 
Judaism by Mr. Paul Goodman (London, Routledge.) More will be said of 


| this later on. 


W. Hermann’s “ Offenbarung und Wunder” (Giessen, T6épelmann; price 
140 m.) is a half-hearted product by the Marburg Professor; but it 
deserves to be read. The historical character of miracles does not matter so 
much, he argues, as the miracle of the working of the spirit of God in the 
human soul. This is a true, but not a very relevant, argument. 

Prof: Kittel has brought up to date his clever little essay on the Oriental 
excavations and the olden Biblical history. He puts the reader in relation to 
all that has been done, shows even how the Cretan discoveries throw light on 
the architecture of the Solomonie temple. This, the fifth edition, contains 
only 52 pages, but they are fall of information. The German title is “ Die 
orientalischen Ausgrabungen und die iltere biblische Geschichte ” (Leipzig, 
Deichert; price 90 pf.). 

A philosophy of religion begins when the believer regards his religion 
objectively, as something which he has to account for. This thesis is 
developed by G. E. Burckhardt in his brochure entitled: ** Die Anfinge einer 
geschichtlichen Fundamentierung der Religionsphilosophie ” (Berlin, Reuther 
and Reichard, price 2°40 m.). oY 

Dr. Stephen S. Wise prints as numbers 6 and 7 of the “ Free Synagogue 
Pulpit ” an address on “ Intellectual Piety ’ (New York, Bloch Publishing Co., 
price 10 cents). “ Piety was originally an attitude of reverence or dutiful- 
ness to parents, and this meaning still inheres in such terms as filial piety. 


The later and derivative meaning of pietus is a parallel sense of reverence 


for and gratitude to God. The revering attitude to the fathers naturally 
enough constrained men to accept unmodified the fathers’ worship of God. 
The most imperative and precious of loyalties became the filial loyalty or 
piety; the most sacred and commanding of _the filial pieties became the 
acceptance and duplication of their religious piety.” Now comes to the front 
a new loyalty, “ intellectual piety,” a quest after truth. But this quest may 
be called “piety” if the quest is made in the spirit of the fathers’ search. 
This is Dr. Wise’s moral. And so,on the other hand, *“ Intellectual impiety 


is the survival to this day of the spirit which, in other days, sent him to the — 


stake who held life cheap by the side of truth-seeking and truth-speaking.” 

The five books of Moses are built up on an arithmetical principle, under- 
lying its very sentences and words is the number 26 (the sum of the arith- 
metical values of the letters in the name of God). Take the genealogy of 

‘Shem (Genesis x., 21-32). The progeny of Shem amount to 26 ; the number of 
words in these verses is 104 (4 times 26) ; the number of letters is 390 (15 times 
26), and so forth. Those who are interested in a quaint fancy should get 
Oskar Goldberg’s pamphlet: “Die fiinf Biicher Mosis ein Zahlengebiude” 
(Berlin, printed by B. Liebemann, Dircksen-Strasse 30). 

Dr. Bernard Drachman has edited the letters which passed between 
Zerachiah Halevy, of Gironda, and Abraham ben David, of Posquicres, at the 
beginning of the thirteenth century. Thecontroversy ishalachic. There are 
seven letters called “ Dibre ha-riboth,’ and Dr. Drachman has printed them 
from 2 unique New York MS. (Press of I. Rachlin, Bridge Street, New York). 

A German translation of Mr. Zangwill’s finest novel has just appeared— 
his “ Dreamers of the Ghetto” (Berlin, Lamm). Last year a German version of 
Ghetto Tragedies was published by Cronbach, also of Berlin. 


Among the most recent publications are :—- 
A. Heppner’s “Aus Vergangenheit und Gegenwart der Juden und der 
jiidischen Gemeinden in den Posener Landen” part 14, dealing with the 


‘congregations of Kempen and other places beginning with K. It is an 


illustrated account of all the nobilities of Posen, partly written as a history, 


partly as an encyclopedia. Another local history is Dr. Posner's “ Geschichte 


der Juden in Cottbus” (Cottbus, Heine). 

Krom Wilna comes Rabbiner Isaac Nissenbaum’s Hebrew discourses on 
all Sabbaths of the year and festivals. On the other hand, though a Hebrew 
title is borne by Cohen-Linarn’s “ Tehilaus Jisroel” (Leipzig, Kaufman) the 
contents are musical. Here are six synagogue hymns set to music. 

Dr. Raphael Breuer has published “ Ruth” in his work on “ Die fiinf 
Megilloth ” (Frankfort, Hofmann, price 1.40m.). Dr. Jacob Freund has given 
us “ Konfirmationsreden ” (Breslac, Brandeis); J. Baffreund has written “ Zur 
Redaktion der Mischna”. (Berlin, Lamm); the “ Gesamtarchiy der deutschen 
Juden”’ has produced its first volume of “ Mitteilungen” (Leipzic, Fock) ; the

Jews and Home Rule. 
> 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sirk,—Dublin Jewry have viewed with deep concern the announcement, in 
last week's issue of the Jewish Chronicle, of the meeting to form a Judiwo- 
Irish Home Rule Association, for which | regret to state an inaugural meeting 
was held at the Dublin Mansion House, although condemned by practically 
the whole community, of whom not more than sixty were present, the 
remainder of the audience being composed of ladies and non-Jews. | 

In these circumstances, writing as a Jew, I must offer the strongest 
protest against any attempt to form a distinet Jewish political organisation, 
which foreshadows a grave danger to our community, for as you are aware 
Irish politics are largely a matter of religion, and the danger of religion in 
politics is only too well known, hence the advisability of steering clear, as a 
religious body, of all local political questions. A very simple remedy for 
these few, in whom the Home Rule spirit has flared up, is to join any local 
association, whether it be Home Rule, Gielic League, or Sinn Fein, a6 Jews of 
any other shade in politics would do all over Great Britain, and until to-day 
even here. 

Now, a grave danger which could easily be nipped in the bud lies in the 
fact that some of these individuals announced, both at the meeting and in 
the local Press, their intention to visit various Jewish centres here and 
across the water, to propagate this so-called cause amongst our brethren at 
the instigation of the Irish Party, while Mr. Stephen Gwynn, M.P., one of the 
three Nationalist M.P.’s present, actually stated that he had a message to 
deliver from Dublin Jewry to Manchester Jewry, where he is shortly to 
address a Liberal meeting of the latter’s adherents to Home Rule principles 

As a result of this, 1 beg to utter a warning note through the Jewish 
Press of any attempt to interfere as a body in Irish polities, and to point out 
that the band of promoters, numbering exactly half-a-dozen irresponsible 
individuals, who have borrowed the Jewish name and prefixed it to a political 
association, because they wish to ingratiate themselves with the Irish Party 
to further their own political ends. 


I trust that this will serve as a warning to my coreligionists throughout - 


Great Britain, if any of these martyrs (?) attempt to visit any Jewish centres 


to further the so-called cause.

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MACCABAANS AND THEIR WORK.—The Maccabeans, like all select 
bodies, not excepting the House of Lords, provoke criticism. There are, 
however, some things the Maccabzeans have done which are above criticism 
and which deserve recognition in these columns. One is the encouragement 
and stimulus given to athletics among the young folks at a time when the 
movement was not as strong as it is to-day and when it needed help to be set 
on its legs as a going concern. LKight years ago the Maccab:eans took the 
first steps to put into proper order and form the sporadic efforts of elemen- 
tary schools in the domain of out-door sports and games, by the appoint- 
ment of a Committee to inquire into the needs and to secure financial aid. 
The report of the Committee, which had hopes of helping senior clubs 
to acquire grounds for Sunday play, stated that £800 a year would be 
necessary. 


A SMALL BEGINNING.—An Athletic Committee was then formed, but» 
for reasons which are variously explained, the support it received fell far 
short of expectations, and the decision was taken to confine attention to 
schools, a few of which received grants from time to time. Later, the Com- 
mittee amalgamated with the old Jewish Athletic Association, then consist- 
ing only of the Club Section. At the initiative of Mr. Ernest M . Joseph and 
Mr. Jack M. Myers, the present Hon. Secretaries of the Association, a Boys 
School Section was formed. Subsequently, the Girls’ School Section came 
into existence. The original number of federated schools was seven; it 1s 
now forty; and in this sphere the Association ts thus able to exercise an 
influence, direct or indirect, on from 15,000 to 16,000 children. 


SCHOOLS’ SWIMMING COMPETITION.—The finals of the annual 
swimming competition of the Schools’ Section are to take place on Saturday, 
October 3rd, at 7 p.m., at the Goulston Street Baths, Aldgate. (It was the 
Club Section announced last week for the 19th inst.) There were 350 
entries, but these have been greatly reduced by the preliminary contests, 
which were worked off on Wednesday. Fifteen boys’ and fifteen girls’ schools 
are represented, and an interesting event will be a race between champion 
boys’ and girls’ teams. Tickets—children, 3d. ; adults, 6d. and 1s.—are to be 
obtained at the schools, or from Mr. Zaktrager, co-Hon. Secretary, Berner 
Street School, Commercial Road, E. 


TERRITORIALS AND JURY SERVICE.—The Jewish Chronicle has 
shared in the receipt of letters which appear to have been sent 
to the general Press, asking what are the rights of members of the 


_ Territorial Force in exemption from serving on a jury. One corre- 


spondent says: ‘I distinctly remember reading a report of one of Mr. 
Haldane’s speeches, in which he stated that we would be given the privilege 
of not having to sit in a jury-box. Yet friends of mine in this regiment have 
been summoned to serve. One, at the sessions, was certainly excused on 
telling the Judge that he was a Territorial, but others have been informed by 
a Coroner that he could not let them off,as their being properly summoned 
must be taken as proof that they were eligible. Even if a man be excused 
there is the loss of time of attending to explain. Personally, if there is one 
thing of which I have a wholesome horror it is going through the gruesome 
ceremony imposed on a Coroner’s juryman. For that reason I wish I could 
make myself into a {75, as it might save me.” 

THE ONLY WAY. -There is an easier method, but it must be carried out 
in proper form. There is no necessity fora man in the Territorial Force to 
serve on any jury, from the High Court to the Coroner's Inquest. The recol- 
lection the correspondent has of Mr. Haldane’s utterances is accurate. Under 
Section 23 (4) of the Territorial and Reserve Forces Act, ofticers and men of 
the Territorial Army are exempt from all jury service. But by the Act 6 of 
George LV., chapter 50, section 9, clerks to local bodies are bound to post at 
the entrance of churches and chapels, on the first three Sundays in September, 
the list of persons qualified to be jurymen. Section 10 of the same Act 
ordains that within the last seven days of the month the justices in every 
division in England and Wales shall hold a special sessions for examining the 


jury lists, which, on being approved, are forwarded to the Clerk of the Peace : 


for use. It is then too late to demand exemption. To secure the privilege 
it is therefore necessary to study the lists aflixed to the door of each church 
or chapel, and if any Territorial finds his name there he should appeal against 
inclusion in the manner he will see set out on the list. Previous intimation 
in writing to the Overseer of the parish, stating the grounds of exemption, 
may secure it. The important point to be borne in mind is that as long as 
a list contains a name the owner thereof is liable to serve. 


PHOTOGRAPHIC EXHIBITION.-—There are fewer Jewish photographers 
than usual represented at the fifty-third annual exhibition of the Royal 
Photographic Society of Great Britain, which opened yesterday at the New 
Gallery, Regent Street. The pictures shown are all of a high level in 
quality. They are the survival of the fittest, for the 300 constituting the 
exhibition were selected from 2,300 sent in, The walls may be said to con- 
tain the best photographic efforts of the year, amateur and professional. 
‘An Interesting Lecture” (83), by Mr. Albert Gottheil, is a figure study of two 
ladies, one reading to the other. It is all a photograph should be in the 
technique of production, but the pose of a foot unduly protruding is not 
pleasing. O.Sichel and Co. have a small print of a group of workmen, “ The 
Dinner Hour” (52). Miss A. B. Warburg has a good example of impressionist 
work, “ Wareham Bridge ” (149), without the exaggeration of manner which 
some followers of that cult affect. Perhaps a little warmer tone would have 
been more appropriate treatment, and these remarks apply to Miss Warburg’s 
second contribution, ‘Church Parade in Dalecarlia” (264). “Sunlit ” (81), by 
Mr. Edwin Marks, shows unconventional lighting on a continental house 
bounded by a canal. Miss Annie Oppenheim, in “The'Blue Room” (549), has 
an unambitious subject, excellently dealt with however, as an autochrome. 
Sir E. D. Stern sends a bromide of ‘small dimensions, “Temple of Abu Simbel, 
Egypt” (421), which proves skilful treatment through the lens and subse- 
quently. The trade exhibits include apparatus by O. Sichel and Co. 

GERMAN CHESS CHAMPIONSHIP.—The eighth game in the match 
between Lasker and Tarrasch for the German Chess Championship was 


drawn, after 48 moves. The ninth game extended to two days, and occupied 


nearly nine hours for the 73 moves, when it was agreed to be drawn. The 
tenth game resulted in Lasker giving up at the 32nd move. The eleventh 
game was won by Lasker, his opponent giving up at the 28th move. Latest 
score : Lasker, 6.; Tarrasch, 2. 

LAWN TENWIS.--The Hythe Tournament was continued this week. In 
the Gentlemen’s Open Singles Challenge Cup Mr. F. W. Goldberg beat Mr. 
W.G. Milburn in the second round (6-0, 7-5), but went under in the third 


round to Mr. R. J. MeNair (6-4, 7-5), as did Mr. L. Levy, Junr., at the hands of 

Mr. A. M. Hendricks (7-5, 6-3), In the Gentlemen’s Open Doubles first round, 
Mr. Fk. S. Warburg and Mr. L, E. Milburn beat their opponents (6-2, 6-2), 
whilst Mr. L. Levy, Junr., and his partner lost, as did Mr. A. H. Schlesinger 
and his co-player, and in the second round Mr. F. W..Goldberg and Mr. 
C. P. Dixon succeeded against Mr. F. S, Warburg and Mr. L. &. 
Milburn (5-7, 6-1, 6-2). In the Ladies’ Open Doubles first round, Miss

A SOUTHERN SEAS VISITOR.—The New South Wales Rugby Union 
team is due to arrive in England to-day. It will be accompanied by Mr. E.S. 
Marks, Chairman of the New South Wales Sports Club and Hon. Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Amateur Union of Australasia. He has been commissioned 
to confer with the governing bodies of amateur athletics. in Great Britain, 


France, Canada and the United States on the proposal which has been made 


for a federation of these organisations and the Australasian Union. He will 
also interview Baron Pierre de Couberlin, President of the International 
Olympic Committee, on the question of holding an Olympiad in Australia. 
Mr. Marks was born at West Maitland, in 1872, and was educated at Royston 
College, Sydney. He is the younger son of Mr. Joseph Marks, J.P., a highly 
respected member of the Sydney Jewish community, and brother of Mr. Percy 
J. Marks, B.A., an active communal worker and President of the local Zionist 
League. He commenced his athletic career at the sports meeting of 
Sydney, in 1888, when he won the boys under sixteen years old race, and 
was also successful in the mile walk. Since then he has carried off many 
Neste and done much in the world of amateur sport. In 1890 he formed the 
Jarlinghurst Harriers and helped to establish the East Sydney Swimming 
Club, one of the largest clubs in the State. 


VARIED ACTIVITIES. -Most of his path victories have been over the 
220 yards course. His last success of that kind was in 1894, on the Sydney 
Cricket Ground, when for the third time he won the trophy of the 220 yards 
visitors’ handicap. The same year he was elected on the Council of the 
N.S.W. Amateur Athletic Association, and has since filled every post on that 
body, with the exception of President; at present he is Vice-President. 
When the Amateur Athletic Union of Australasia was founded, in 1898, he 
became Hon. Secretary. For the last three years Mr. Marks has done good 
work for the Metropolitan Rugby Union on the Committee of Management. 
He has also been closely identified with coursing, and for a number of years 
was a member of the N.S.W. National Coursing Association. As though all | 
that were not sullicient to occupy his spare time, in order to improve every 
shining hour our visitor has been associated with several institutions of 
oratory. He was President of the Darlinghurst Literary and Debating Club, 
Hon. Secretary of the Sydney Literary and Debating Society, Speaker of the 
Sports Club Parliamentary Debating Society, as well as a shining light in 
the Sydney Union Parliament. Nor has he overlooked duties nearer home. 
He was Hon. Secretary of the Sydney Hebrew Debating Society, and is 
Auditor of the Jewish Girls’ Guild and Ladies’ Society. His services in

won many expressions of thanks. <A few days before starting on the 
voyage, Mr. Marks was presented with a gold watch subscribed for by over 
100 members of the Sydney Sports Club.

Philpot Street Synagogue. 


CONSECRATION AND 
PU On Sunday afternoon, Lord SWAYTHLING, President of the Federation of 
Synagogues, opened a newsynagogue situated in Philpot Street, Stepney. There 
was a large and representative gathering, the Dayanimand several ministers of 
the United Synagogue being present. The consecration ceremony was per- 
formed by the Rev. Avigdor Chaikin; Rabbi of the Federation, and the 
service was conducted by the Rey. Joseph Eidelman, assisted by the choir of 
the Precentors’ Association. The building, which has for many years been 
used as the Wycliffe Chapel, was acquired by the congregation “Shalom 
Ve-emeth,” a congregation which, many years ago, held services in a private 
house in Old Castle Street, Whitechapel. A warehouse was afterwards 
acquired and converted into a synagogue, the building being reconstructed 
in 1889. _ The growth of the congregation and the removal of old members 
from the immediate neighbourhood, however, necessitated the acquisition of 
this new place of worship, which will be “a centre for the religious instruc- 
tion of the young, and for philanthropic and social work for adults.” The 
proceedings opened with the presentation of a gold key to Lord 
Swaythling as a souvenir of the occasion. 
Mr. MARK Moskrs, President, in handing the gift to his Lordship, testified 
to the deep interest Lord Swaythling had ever evinced in the moral and

spiritual uplifting of his Kast End coreligionists, and expressed their pro-_ 


found indebtedness to him for being with them that day. His lordship’s 
practical interest in their work, coupled with his powerful support, had been 
of inestimable benefit to them in bringing the synagogue into being. | 

Lord Swaythling then proceeded to the vestibule, where he unveiled 
the memorial tablet, the inscription on whichis as follows :—

His lordship expressed to the assembly the sense of his pleasure at being 
_ with them that day. He had come specially from Hampshire for that purpose. 
He expressed his pleasure at the consummation of their project and the 
acquisition of that beautiful building, and trusted that the synagogue would 
prove a boon to the neighbourhodd and be the means of handing down to 
their children the tenets of their holy religion unimpaired. A statement had 
recently been made concerning him, in the Jewish Press, as to his intoler- 
ance, and incidentally to the greater intolerance of those who sought to 
éxpose him. He defied any member of the commuuity to indicate one 
single act of intolerance emanating from him during the past sixty years, 
Their desire was to train the minds of the children. In this connection he 
referred to a suggestion that had been made to the effect that they should 
teach the children the higher criticism. He would like to point out that the 
parents could object to this, just as they were able to object to their 
children being taught Christianity in the schools. He then went on to refer 
to the influence of the parents in such matters, and to the utility of the 
Talmud Torahs, where such “ new-fangled”’ ideas had no place. He sincerely 
trusted that the synagogue would flourish and prosper, and that the smaller 
congregations would see their way to merge into it and thus make it a large, 
stable, and observant congregation. (Applause.) 

The seven circuits having been performed, and the choir having 
rendered Boruch Habo, 

The Rev. AVIGDOR: CHAIKIN, Rabbi of the Federation, preached a sermon 
in English, and offered a prayer of consecration. He appealed to the con- 
gregants to make good the deficit of £1,000 on the synagogue, and thus relieve 
the management of the burden which rested upon them. 7 

The prayer for the King and the Royal Family having been offered up, a 
collection was subsequently made on behalf of the building fund. 

At the close of the proceedings Dayan Hy\MsSoN congratulated the Com- 


mittee on the acquisition of the building, and proposed success and prosperity | 


to the synagogue. 

The building was acquired mainly through the efforts of Mr. Mark Moses, 
President, Mr. J. Skitten, Warden, and Mr. Joseph E. Blank, Hon. Secretary. 
This constitutes the sixth synagogue with which Mr. Blank has been con- 
nected as Hon. Secretary. Lord Swaythling, who originally intended to 
contribute £100 towards the cost of the alterations (£1,000), expressed his 
pleasure at the acquirement of this beautiful structure, by doubling the 
amount of his contribution. The synagogue, which is an imposing structure 
as regards both the interior and exterior, has a seating capacity of about a 
thousand (430 downstairs and 540 in the galleries), and a floor area of 
a thousand feet (almost exactly the same as the Great Synagogue), and is 
admirably adapted for the purposes of a synagogue. The scheme of decora- 
tion is white, picked out with gold. Mr. Lewis Solomon, F.R.1.B.A., was the 
architect, and Mr. L. Kazak, of Belvedere, the builder. The plaster work to 
the Ark was made by Messrs. Blackburne, Johnstone and -Co., of 78, Wells 
Street, Oxford Street, from Mr. Solomon’s full-size details. 
separate entrances for the ladies, and emergency staircases at the east end 
of the building. Modern sanitary appliances have been provided, and there 
is a large Committee room behind the Ark where religious services or meet- 
ings can be held. | 

A public dinner, attended by over two hundred guests, was held in the 
evening at the New Empire Hall. Mr. Mark Moses, President of the congre- 

tion, presided. 
. The CHAIRMAN, in proposing “ prosperity to the Congregation,” said that 
the arrangements for the acquisition of the synagogue had engendered a 
great deal of anxiety, but the liberal manner In which they had responded to 
the appeal had removed a not inconsiderable load from their shoulders. He 
would like, on behalf of the public, to tender their very hearty and sincere 
thanks to Mr. Joseph E. Blank, Hon. Secretary of the synagogue. Mr. 
Blank’s activity had conduced to the ultimate success of the scheme, and he 


had no doubt that his work would be fittingly recognised by the synagogue - 


at some future date. (Applause.) :

The Actions Committee publishes the following proclamation in Die 
Welt :—We are face to face with an epoch-making development. Our East is 
awaking to new life. Freedom has made its solemn, peaceful entry into 
Turkey and beloved Palestine. The Zionist idea must now once more rise up 
like a new dawn before the Jewish masses. It is now quite clear that we, 
true to the past, have rightly foreseen the future in directing our efforts and 
hopes towards Palestine. The measures of the new Turkish Government 
have already opened up considerable possibilities of labour in Palestine. In 
order that work may be done in Palestine, work must be done for Palestine, 
i.c., for Zionism. Every effort must be made to obtain resources for our 
movement in order that it may be equal to its present great tasks. Many 
have found it tedious to take part in the routine work of the organisation. It 
is true that patience is necessary, but if one has no patience no effort is pro- 
‘duced, and if no effort is produced it is quite impossible to carry great 
schemes into effect. The recent conference extended the time of grace for 
shekel payments, this year, till October Ist. Remember the shekel! The 
only real members of the Zionist movement are paying members. Only those 
who pay do any work. It is only by the organisation of paying members that 
Zionism obtains a concrete form and independent significance, not only as an 
idea, which it always was, but also as an organisation. An organisation 
without resources is.an impotent factor. Remember the Party Fund! The 
Congress unanimously adopted the Party Fund. All meetings, and also the 
last conference, impressed our adherents with the duty of contributing to 
this fund. Think what it means to maintain institutions and be always 
‘demanding new ones without furnishing the resources for this purpose. No 
movement and no labours can achieve this great task without means, not only 
for maintaining the old, but also for creating the new. ‘The more thorough 
the work of gathering resources, the more intense the enthusiasm of the 
societies as expressed in concrete results, the more shall we be in the 
position to lead Zionism strenuously towards its highest goal. Organisation, 
union, renewed collecting and spending powers are the tasks of the moment.

The premature death last week of Moritz Joseph is deeply to be deplored. 
It diminishes the ranks of the benevolent. A generous contributor to the 
communal institutions, he will be sadly missed. The obligations attached to 
the possession of wealth were recognised by him. Such men are not easily 
replaced. 
which he did not give hearty encouragement and liberal financial support. 
His purse was always opened widely to non-Jewish charities also. Of retir- 
ing disposition, he sought no public office. His sympathies, however, were 
with those who interested themselves in the management and development 
of various communal organisations. Kind in manner, genial in disposition, 
he received those who solicited his help with a heartiness that rendered 
their mission a pleasant one. What distinguished him most was the spon- 
taneity with which he gave anonymously, both in money and kind, to the 
deserving poor. 
under an obligation to him for the means of enjoying the Sabbath and 
festivals through the medium of his anonymous assistance. His great delight 
was to bring some happiness into the hearts of those “who were ready to 
perish.” Truly the memory of such a man is blessed. Of an affable disposi- 
tion, sincere in his friendship, he was surrounded by a legion of friends. He 
was a devoted husband and father. He will be remembered by them with 
love and reverence; and, as his partner in life always encouraged him in his 
good deeds, it may safely be predicted that his children will be influenced by 
the excellent example set by their parents, and carry on the beneficent work 
so admirably performed by their departed father. 

It will be admitted that they who are known best in the public service 
are not the only ones who are of service to the public. Not always those who 
loom largest in the eye of the community are the greatest benefactors to the 
community. There are the meek ones of the earth who shun the light of day 
in the kindly actions which they are continually performing, and who do not 
wish their right hand to know what their left hand doeth. Of such was the 
late Moritz Joseph, a man of the broadest heart, and the deepest sympathy 
with poverty and suffering. To say that no-one ever appealed to him in vain, 
would be to tell but part of the truth; he frequently anticipated the cry; 
and his charity, so secretly and cheerfully bestowed, thus became doubly 
blessed. If ever anyone did good and blushed to find it fame, it was our 
lamented friend, of whom it may with truth be said, he will be sorely missed. 
His kind and genial personality (despite the sufferings he patiently bore) will 
rejoice us no more; his bountiful hand will no longer be opened to satisfy the 
demands of the poor and needy ; but the praises and blessings pronounced by 
the lips of those whom he has soothed and helped, and those near and dear to 
him whom he loved so well, will weave a garland of sweet memories around 
his name, and thus keep his fine example ever green in the minds of those 
who are now bewailing with a deep sorrow his too-early loss.

* Would you like one ?” enquired the specialist, smiling at my credulity. 
Superfluous question! The “cheque” had the appearance of a Russian 
rouble note, but it was of larger size and of different colour. Handed to a 
very willing recipient, its crisp appearance is calculated to arouse as much 
joy in the heart as do those first of April “ cheques” which befool us with 
unfailing regularity. This‘ cheque,” the spelling of which leaves something to 
be desired, is in reality a draft on the Bank of Happiness. It directs that quite 
a large number of “happy moments and unlimited good fortune” shall be 
placed to the account of the recipient between the New Year and the Day of 
Atonement. The signatures, in Hebrew, are those of the Angels 
Raphael, Michael and Gabriel, and the cost of the “cheque” is 
so moderate that one can act the philanthropist for a very small outlay 
indeed. I carried one “cheque” away as a specimen, but felt like a 
first of April victim, for all that. 

Now, there were spread out before me several trays upon which reclined 
a pretty collection of cards of all shapes, sizes and colours, whereon tinsel 
and gold-dust sparkled in the incandescent light. One of the most popular, I 
gathered, was the “open out” card, an ingenious multum in parvo creation. 
(pon being opened, the card disclosed an Echal, at the door of which a 
Chazan is seen in the act of reciting prayer. On both sides of the ark 
there stand vases of paper roses, whose petals open out as the interior of the 
card is disclosed.. Roses in synagogueon Rosh Hashana! : Let us generously 
forgive the lapse on the ground of artistic license, and with the hope that 
the artist will not in future sacrifice veracity in favour of mere effect. But 
these comments are by the way. This type of card has its variations, for 
another was shown to me whereon was depicted a number of worshippers, 
Lulabim in hand, chanting Hoshannoth. Then there is the pleasantly restful 
interior of an orthodox Jewish home ona Friday evening ; the well-spread 
supper table, the flickering candles, the snowy tablecloth, and a trio of 
children receiving the parental blessing. Here, combining utility with greet- 
ing, is a dainty celluloid fan, and a transparent packet of pressed flowers 
from Jerusalem, the latter calculated to awaken deep longing in the heart of 
the Zionist. For all classes of Jewry there is provided a greeting card 
which must appeal. For Ito enthusiasts an ominously cheery Zangwill 
mounted on a postcard-—we recall the cartoon wherein the “ Ghetto dreamer ” 
is mounted on a humble donkey—smiles a happy New Year to those with 
the necessary ha’pence to purchase him. Zionists have the choice of Herzl, 
Nordau or Wolffsohn, with well-nourished cupids careering aimlessly round 
their respective heads. There is a celluloid card fashioned in the shape of 
a Sepher Torah, alongside a series of special greetings for hesitating sons 
and daughters of Israel, a series of Rosh Hashana valentines carrying their 
poetical message of all-consuming affection and ———. but we are lapsing 
into the sentimental. 


The palm for novelty should be awarded to a dainty cardboard syna- 
gogue—by the way, it has the appearance of a Liliputian Westminster 
Abbey--which, on being opened, discloses a tiny Sepher Torah, a triumph of 
caligraphy ; a thing of beauty, worthy of a more lasting and substantial 
setting. The person who gets so delightful a New Year's “card” is to be 
congratulated. 

Of picture postcards there is an infinite variety, and they appear to be 
an extremely popular form of greeting. I buttonholed a Wentworth Street 
hawker who had a goodly stock of them, and purchased three characteristic 
cards from the man for twopence. I obtained in return a shillingsworth of 
laughter. The scenes and incidents depicted were Russian-Polish caricatures 
of Jewish life, which could not but have been limned by a Jewish hand ; could 
not have been conceived except by a Jew with an inborn sense of humour. 
There was the Cheder Rebbe armed with a big bell, tramping down the village 
street awakening lazy pupils who eyed him from behind curtained windows 
with anything but a look of profound respect. There was likewise a party 
of individuals standing by a running stream—such comical faces they had, 
too !—performing the ceremony of Tashlich, religiously throwing morsels of 
bread to the finny inhabitants of the stream and, with this action, presumably 
casting away their sins. Then we see the Cheder Rebbe again, making his 
way to his humble dwelling, birch-rod in hand, and a dozen youngsters at 
his heels. But 1 cannot help questioning the sanity, the commonsense, 
of the postcard dealer who vends a picture of a group of Russian hooligans, 
headed—irony of ironies—with Leshana Tobah, the herald of goodwill! Is it 
cynical or is it knowingly prophetic ? : 

Taking the New Year ecards for 5669 on the whole, there is undoubtedly a 
monotonous sameness about them. One looks in vain for even the smallest 
suggestion of Jewish art as applied to these creations. But then it is open 
to question whether there is really any scope for originality in the Jewish 
New Year card, seeing that the old patterns answer the purpose just as well. 

The present writer is convinced that the trade has still some vitality in it. 
Some of the cards, it is true, look indeed weary after years of patient waiting 
for a purchaser. It would be a mitzvah to obtain these venerable specimens 
with a view to placing them in a museum of Jewish art and antiquities— 
preferably in the antiquities section. G. S.C.

CONGRESS FUR THE 


HISTORY OF RELIGIONS. 


From Our Special Correspondent. 
OXFORD, Wednesday. 

_ Toleration is insufficient ; we must have neutrality. This was a good 
point made by Sir A.C, Lyall as President of the third International Con- 
gress for the History of Religions. It would be quite impossible to draw 
under one roof representatives of so many religions unless they met on a 
ground of absolute equality. The Oxford Congress has been a splendid 
evidence of the possibility of such neutrality. There has been no attempt to 
treat Christianity as standing on a higher plane, though, unlike other 
religions, and with perfect justification in a country predominantly Christian, 
it has a whole Section to itself. In point of fact, the attendance at this 
Section has been notably smaller than at many of the other Sections. 

Talking of the Sections, it is gratifying to note that two of thé most 
successful have been those presided over by Jews. Professor Morris 
Jastrow has won everyone's good word, not only for his own excellent 
address but for his courteous and skilful conduct of the Semitic Section. 
So, too, M.Salomon Reinach has made an ideal Chairman of the Section which 
deals with religions of the Greeks and Romans. Jews have also been well to 
the front as readers of papers. Besides his Presidential Address, Professor 
Jastrow spoke in the Semitic Section on Hepatoscopy in Ancient Babylon. 
This divination by means of the liver of the sacrificial animal (especially the 
Sheep) is alluded to in Ezekiel, where the King of Assyria “looks at the 
liver ” to decide whether or not to advance against Jerusalem. In the same 
Section, Dr. Gaster’s name appears on the programme for a paper on Thursday 
on. The Samaritan Religion,” a subject which has oecupied his attention 
so deeply for a considerable period. Miss E. Rosenberg’s subject was 
* Behaism.” | 

To turn to the other sections, though not down on the list of authors, Mr. 
C. G. Montefiore made an effective speech on Wednesday on the subject of 
Kschatology, in criticism of two papers, good indeed, but whose importance was 
strangely exaggerated by some of thespeakers. Dr. C.G.Seligmann chose the 
* Veddahs of Ceylon” for his topic, and Prof. L. D. Barnett presented * Notes 
‘on the History of the Hindu Religion of Love.” Besides his other work, M. 
Reinach discussed * Cloclia and Epona,” and Mr. |. Abrahams read a paper on 
the “Science of Comparative Religion” before the section dealing with 
Method and Scope of the History of Religion. 

To allude to all the papers and discussions which coneerned Judaism more 
or less intimately would be a long, not to say tedious, task. Only a few points 
can be dealt with.. Prof. Haupt wasagain on the scene with his thesis that Jesus 
was probably not a Jew by race, a thesis which has been well compared to a 
quaint vessel with a hole in it, which will hold nothing... Fascinating, as 
usual, was Dr. J. G. Frazer with his * Notes on Hebrew Folk-Lore.” He 
illustrated two points, one, the “ Bird Sanctuary,” the other the “Silent 
Widow.” Jn illustration of the birds building their nests in the Temple 
(Psalm 814), Dr. Frazer cited many instances from classical and primitive 
customs showing that birds which made their nests in sanctuaries were held 
inviolate. His second point was more piquant. In Hebrew, the word for 
widow is almana (43%?8), which is possibly (though by no means assuredly) 
connected with ilem (2?8) “dumb.” Dr. Frazer proved the wide prevalence of 
the rule which required the widow to abstain from speech for a regular 
period after her husband's death. She had to evade or disgust the ghost of 
the husband; she evaded it by silence, disgusted it by making herself 
repulsive. Dr. Frazer did not cite Semitie parallels. One would rather feel 
that grief among Semitic peoples was, if anything, somewhat too vocal: in 
another branch of folk-lore,a paper was read by Dr. H. J. Astley on“ Traces 
of Animism and Totemism in the Old Testament.’’ The speaker, more or less, 
adopted the views of Robertson Smith. Professor Witton Davies discoursed 
on * Judaism and Christianity,’ but he dealt really with the Old and New 
Testaments, not with Judaism and Christianity as they stood side by side in 
the first century of the currentera. Far further back went Mr. Stanley A. 
Cook in his clever study of * Canaanite Religion at the time of the Israelite 
Invasion,” The “Genesis of Israel’ occupied Mr. G. H. Skipwith ; his views 
(strikingly original) are known to readers of the Jewish Quarterly Review. 
Another paper of solid value was Dr. Whitehouse’s on “ Some Problems 
raised by the recent discoveries at Syene;” while Professor Bertholet 
treated *“ The Religious-Historical Problem of Later Judaism.” 
once more tackled the new Gospel fragment, concerning which Dr. Biichler 
. and Dr. Schiirer have crossed swords. Professor Conrad von Orelli, a veteran 
in the field, spoke on “ Religious Wisdom cultivated in Old Israel in common 
with neighbouring Peoples.’ Another subject of direct interest to Judaism 
was Dr. Robert Eisler’s “ The Paschal Lamb and the Eucharist.” Still more 
important was Dr. R. H. Charles’ lecture on “ Some Ethical Developments of 
Pre-Christian Judaism.” If Dr. Charles be right in his dating of the * Tegta- 
ments of the Twelve Patriarchs,” then he has proved the existence a century 
before the Christian Era of some of the more remarkable sayings in the 
Sermon on the Mount. 

' But. the interest of Jews in the Congress is not limited to these papers. 
In many of the discussions on the general ideas of religion, on origins and 
survivals, Judaism like other religions was concerned. There can be no 
doubt that after something like a stampede under the pressure of scientific 
scepticism, students are coming back to a more moderate position, to a saner 
state of mind. On all sides religion is coming to be recognised as a per- 
manent human need, not as a mere response to the ignorance of undeveloped 
humanity. All this work at the Congress must make itself felt in a deeper 
consciousness of the spiritual and the divine. Those who were present 
profited much, and they will carry on the good influence to the circles which 
they are able to influence. It is something that so many masters of so many 
theologies and cults have been able to treat with respect the very idea of 
religion itself. 3

OXFORD, Wednesday. 


It would be difficult to exaggerate the merits of Professor Jastrow's 
Presidential Address in the department of “ Religion of the Semites.” That a 
Jewish gentleman should have been selected to preside over this important 
section was in itself a very high compliment to our community; the extra- 
ordinary ability with which the President discharged his duties reflects the 
very highest credit on the people as whose representative he stood forth. 
Indeed, the entire spirit of the Congress contrasted most favourably with the 
anti-Jewish manifestations of the recent Congress of Orientalists at 


Copenhagen. The Anglo-Jewish members included Dr. Gaster, Mr. and 
Man Claude peer an Mr. Israel Abrahams (to whose work on 


“ Judaism ” a high and deserved compliment was paid by Professor Jastrow), 
the Rev. M. Segal, Mr. Marcus Adler, Professor Barnett and Dr. and Mrs. 
Seligman, and one could not have wished that the community had been better 
represented at such a gathering. Dr. Frazer's “* Notes on Hebrew Folklore 

were highly interesting, but how far they were to be regarded as a serious 
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contribution to knowledge may be gathered from his far-fetched suggestions, 
that because “silent widows” were to be found in North-West America, 
Madagascar and Central Australia, the Hebrew 73'3?8 may be derived from 
DX, which signifies ‘‘dumb,” and that a reference to the connection between 
swallows'-nests and temple .worship is to be traced in the 84th Psalm! It 
is a relief to turn from such wild conjectures to the serious utterances 
of Dr. Jastrow, whose Presidential address marks something like an epoch 
in the history of Biblical studies. I should like to call the attention 
of the community, and, in view of what has recently been written, readers of 
the Jewish Chronicle in particular, to what this American scholar had to tell 
on the subject of Old Testament Criticism. His observations should give 
pause at least to those who consider that the theories of the Biblical critics 
scarcely admit of questioning. That the successor of Kuenen at Leyden 
should have cut loose from the critical school of Graf-Kuenen-Wellhausen 


is a noteworthy fact, which, as fashion shows, threatens the very 
existence of the Priestly Code-one of the bulwarks of modern 
Biblical Criticism. It is Professor Kerdmanns who thrown 


“this bombshell in the critical camp.” “He questions the very starting- 
point of the development of Old Testament criticism -the distinction of 
sources in the Pentateuch by Astruce in 1753, though the differentiation in the 
use of Elohim and Yahweh. According to Eerdmanns, the use of Elohim in 
the Book of the Covenant does not refer to the God of Israel, but is to be 
taken as a plural, and hé endeavours to apply this view to the stories in 
Genesis, which he claims even in their latest form show a _ polytheistic 


colouring. He regards as a fundamental error of the school in 
which he was reared the assumption that the older sources 
have been re-edited and re-shaped from a_ strong monotheistic 


point of view, with the intent of making them accord with the teaching and 
spirit of the greatadvocates of Hebraic Monotheism the prophets.” Sucha 
statement, coming from such a source, must strengthen the conviction of 
those who hold that iff the assumed compilers and editors of the Bible had 
wished to re-write it from a monotheistic point of view, it would 
have been much easier for therm to carefully unify the varying expressions, 
Ehohim, Yahweh and Yahweh-Elohim, in order to make the entire narrative 
consistent and harmonious. That they made no such attempt is an argument 
in favour of Eerdmanns’ theory and fatal to the theories of the Biblical critics. 
Dr. Jastrow was justified in concluding his remarkable paper with the 
emphatic declaration that “ Religion has everything to gain and nothing to 
lose from a dispassionate study of its manifestations and phenomena.”

WORK FOR THE TEMPORARY SHELTER. 

We understand that the Jews’ Temporary Shelter has been approached 
by the sanitary authorities of London with a request to take charge of all 
passengers on ships arriving in the Port of London from the Russian Baltic 
Ports whether travelling first, second, or third class. 

The Shelter has been asked to board every steamer and allow no 
passenger to disembark until it obtains the address to which he is bound. 
The official of the Shelter is then to accompany him to that address and 
inform the people to whom he goes that they will be liable to punishment if 
they permit him to depart without notifying the new address to which he is 


going. The object of this work is, of course, that the sanitary 
authorities may keep in touch with the new arrivals. The Shelter 


has expressed its willingness to undertake the task and to bear the charges 
involved. It will be remembered that it performed a similar function three 
years ago very successfully, and was publiely thanked by the medical officer 
of the County of London, Sir Shirley Murphy, for its work. It may be 
added that, up till the present, the cholera epidemic has not influenced the 
volume of immigration, which remains normal. 

The arrangements above referred to were made by the President of the 


Shelter (Mr. Herman Landau), and the Secretary (Mr. Mundy), at the Guild- 


hall on Wednesday morning. The operations were begun yesterday. Extra 
assistance may become necessary, and a list of names and addresses of the 


. jmmigrants will be sent on by the Shelter to the City authorities every evening.

TO THE EDITOR OF THR “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—1 understand that reports are being extensively circulated, both in the East 
iEnd and in the West End, to the effect that the Conference of our Society recently held 
in London made no attempt whatever to deal with questions which very closely affect 
the Jewish workers engaged in our industry. Permit me to say that there is no truth 
whatever in this statement. The very reverse is the case, inasmuch as the Amalga- 
mated Society Conference, for the first time in its history, by an almost unanimous 
vote, adopted a resolution instructing the Executive to draw up a scheme and formulate 
certain proposals which shall have for their object the fixing of prices and the regula- 
tion of hours of labour under which those engaged in the production of clothing 
under the sub-division system shall work. 

it was felt by the Conference that it was useless to attempt the organisation of 
those working under this system unless something were done to bring our methods 
and our policy into closer harmony with the altered conditions of our trade, altered 
conditions brought about by the introduction of machinery and other agencies. Some 
of the more progressive elements in our Society have long felt the necessity of moving 
in the direction indicated. but conference after conference have repudiated every 
attempt that has been made to deal with the division-of labour system (the system 
under which most Jewish‘workers labour). At the Dublin Conference, held just four 
years ago, a resolution to deal with the question only secured three supporters, but at 
the London Conference, held last month, this policy was completely and absolutely 
reversed, and. as I have pointed out, a resolution to deal with the question was carried 
by a practically unanimous vote. ; 

The delegates present, representing all the important centres of the tailoring 
industry, realised that before anvthing can be effectively done to bring about better 
eonditions in our trade, all workers engaged in it. irrespective of creed or nationality, 
must be organised, and that in order to ofganise the Jewish workers certain rules must 
be laid down which shall be applicable to their particular methods of working, The 
Executiye Council of our Society, to whom is entrusted the task of drafting a scheme 
on the lines indicated, cannot be accused of being lacking in sympathv with the 
Jewish section of our industry, as thev have on more than one oceasion given ample 
proot of their desire-to help in any movement calculated to bring about an improve 
ment in the working conditions of this important seculon of ourtrade: misrepresenta- 
tion and the culpable distortion of actual facts will serve no useful purpose. These 


are the expedients which are almost invariably adopted be the disappointed men in 
the labour movement, and the Jewish movement is no exception to this almost 
invariable ride: hence it is that our Soclete has. reve! tly been deseribed as a re- 


acthonary organisation which still abstinat ly refuses to recognise the trend of events

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THE MASSACRES AT KISHINEFF, 1903.: 


Kishineff is the capital of Bessarabia, and is 
It isa most fertile 


city, is surrounded by numerous beautiful hamlets, 


adjzcent to the seaport of Odessa. 


which are the summer-resorts of the middle-class, has a 


few nice parks and gardens, also several elementary, 


commercial and secondary schools and gymnasiums, 
and, on the whole, is a large city. Its population in 
1903 was about 150,000, of whom, roughly-speaking 30 
per cent. were Jews. Until the year 1903, peace pre- 
vaiied between the Jews and the Cientiles - they used 
to deal together, and, in fact, their difference in 
religion was almost ignored. But there was livingin the 


town a Christian, who, for reasons of which Iam ignorant, 


openly declared that the Hebrews were enemies of the 
Christian faith, and of Russia, and must, therefore, be 
exterminated without delay. This anti-Semite was the 
famous Pavolacki Krushevan, who published several 
newspapers, wherein he publicly declared that. the 
Jews were the robbers, the thieves and the socialists of 
the land, and to save Russia must at once be got rid of. 
These declarations, based on no foundation whatever, 


enraged the common mob, and filled them with dreadful ° 


hatred and anger towards the Jews. Before long, 
crowds of Russian carpenters, masons and other work- 
men gathered together in their dinner-hour, and 
listened attentively to one who read these anti-Semitie 
organs to them, and when the time of their leisure 
expired, they exclaimed with voices which would 
terrify their hearers ‘Daloy Zheedov ” “down with the 
Jews.” 

The poor Jewish scapegoats, struck with this 
unexpected and sudden odium towards them, were 
agonised with fear, and a rumour spread amongst them 
that an anti-Jewish outbreak would take place in the 
coming Easter. 

To add fuel to the burning anger of the Russians 
towards the Jews, a false legend was circulated that 
the Jews had killed a Christian girl in the village of 
Doubossar, near Kishineff, in order to take the blood for 
their Passover offering. The heat of the rage of the 
Christians was now at boiling-point, and they publicly 
declared that they would take revenge on the Jews for 
their innocent victim. 

The Jewish population terrified at hearing such 
false reports against them, expected some punish- 
ment or other, but never dreamt that they would be so 
atrociously slaughtered.

In this week's Sedrahs, Nitzabim and Vayelech, we 
read the exhortation of Moses to the Children of Israel 
before his death, in sight of the Promised Land, into 
which he, himself--the leader and prophet—was not 
permitted to go. Can you, for an instant, imagine to 
yourselves his bitter disappointment 2 The aim of his 
lifetime about to be fulfilled’ yethe might not witness its 
accomplishment the fruit of his labour and of his tire- 
less exertions, of forty years wanderings and struggles 
with an unruly people, ready to be gathered in, yet he 
might not partake of its joy. 

Disappointments! we all know them— they are 
commonplaces in our commonplace lives - none the less 
hitter and hard to bear for all that. What is the use of 
them? Why must we suffer them ? 

It is easy to say they are sent to discipline us, to 
make our natures and characters finer and better. Just 
when one is smarting under an unexpected and painful 
disappointment is scarcely perhaps the time to insist 
too strongly on this. point, true though it undoubtedly 
is. It reminds me of the story of the Knife and the 
Hedge. 


THE KNIFE AND THE HEDGE. 

“You are very ungrateful to complain,” said the 
Knife to the Hedge. “Don’t you know that I am 
Slashing away at you for your own good ? Why, every 
cut I give you will benefit you, and when Spring comes, 
you will be so gay in green leaves, that the birds 
will delight to build in you.” “Sir,” said the Hedge, 
“in the Spring, when my wounds are healed, [ will 


thank you; but at present I am too much occupied with — 


my smarts, to be able to rejoice in my future prospects.” 

So it is, and quite naturally so. Still, let us try to 
look at the matter dispassionately. It is a fact. that all 
those people (and now I speak of grown-ups), who are 
most habitually cheerful and bright-spirited are those 
who have had to suffer most trials and disappointment. 
Of course, I exclude the professional grumbler, who is 
never happy unless he or she is miserable. And yet, 
say our Sages :— |

‘Happy is the man who beareth his trials, for there 
is no creature to whom the Almighty doth not send 
trials.” 

Disappointments and trials fall to everyone's lot. 
Does not Job say: Man is born into trouble as the 
sparks fly upward” ? 


And a writer puts it very pithily when he says: 
“ Troub'e is an apothecary that mixes a great many 
draughts, bitter and nauseous and sour, and you must 
drink some of them. Trouble puts up a great many 
packs, and you must carry some of them. There is no 
sandal so thick and well-adjusted but some thorn will 
break through it." But-there is some benefit to ourselves 
to be derived from our troubles, “ V'gour from toil, 
from trouble patience grows,” says Beattie, and not only 
patience, but courage, amiability, sympathy with others, 
cheerfulness for ourselves. Let me tell you the tale of 
the Lark and the Cock. :
